Another gear of plenty 


Midsummer estimate of farm produc- 
tion indicates another vear at record 
or near-record levels. for 
total crop production may be only 
slightly under last year’s record 

This added to the large carryover 
of corn, oats, and barley is certain to 
provide United States farmers with a 
still larger supply of feed concentrates 
(about 8 percent larger) than the rec- 
ord supply for 1948-49, and about one- 
third larger than prewar. 

U.S.D.A.’s estimate on August 1 
was that 24 percent more cattle were 
on feed in 11 Cornbelt states than a 
year earlier. Fifteen percent more pigs 
farrowed last spring will be bulging 
the market this fall and winter. 

Milk and egg production have been 
holding about the same as last year. 
The outlook is for plenty of apples for 
everyone this fall—about 45 percent 
more than a year ago—and more 
peaches, pears, plums, grapes, cher- 
ries, and prunes. These deciduous 
fruits will be up an average of 17 per- 
cent over last year. 


Prospects 


Farm income drops 


In the meantime, farm prices in July 
averaged about 18.9 percent 
than the record high in January last 
year. At the same time, farm 
averaged about 2.8 percent below the 
high of August, 1948. 

Result: Farm income during first 
half of this year was about 10 percent

costs 


below the same period last year. Crop 
receipts were down 5 percent, receipts 
for meat animals were down 15 per- 
cent, dairy receipts were off 18 per- 
cent, and poultry and eggs changed 
little from the first half of 1948. 

Even so, farm income promises to 
be as high or higher than any year be- 
1947—and 3 ; 
average. For efficient 
costs cut to the and sufficient 
volume, 1949 will still be a very good 
year.

General business looks good 


General economic conditions have re- 
covered somewhat from the 
earlier this year. Despite many un- 
certainties, fall and winter outlook for 
industrial employment and consumer 
demand for your farm products is a 
shade better than it was a year ago 
Automobile production and build- 
ing construction have provided a back-

bone to business generally. Building 
contracts awarded during the summer 
have been equal in dollar value to 
those et a year ago. By the fore part of 
August we had produced more than 
20 percent more cars and trucks than 
we did in the same period in 1948. 
Fortunately, some important indus- 
tries have continued to operate at a 
high rate of activity while others were 
in a period of readjustment. The re- 
sult has been remarkable stability and 
purchasing power in the hands of cén- 
sumers. In the second quarter (April, 
May, and June) this year, total per- 
sonal income in this country was at the 
annual rate of 212.9 billion dollars. 
This compares with 216.6 billion for 
the record high fourth quarter of 1948. 
Since prices are off more than dollar 
incomes have fallen, consumer pur- 
chasing power is actually greater than 
before—a promise of continued strong 
demand for your farm products. 


Big uncertainties ahead 


Don't feel that your troubles are over 
when Congress reaches an agreement 
on price-support prugrams in this ses- 
sion (see page 33, September Successful 
Farming). Government programs af- 
fecting agriculture will continue to be 
one of the biggest uncertainties facing 
farmers.

Get top prices 


Government price-support program 
on this year’s crop will not keep mar- 
ket price of corn at support level. 

Smart operators will put their own 
corn under loan or purchasing agree- 
ment and buy corn to feed at prices 
considerably below price support at 
harvesting time. One way to use space 
effectively is to shell old corn into 
granaries or improvise storage space 
in the shed or barn. You can save a lot 
of labor by locating temporary cribs 
near the feedlot or out on the field 
where the corn can be used. 

Last minute reminder: October 1 is 
final date to extend your corn loan or 
put purchasing-agreement corn under 
loan and take advantage of the 10- 
cents-a-bushel storage payment. 


Something slipped somewhere 


U.S.D.A. previously reported nearly 
70 percent more turkey poults hatched 
this year than in 1948. The promise 
was a whopping large number of tur- 
keys for this year’s holiday season. 
Currently revised figure is greatly 
different although still high. Prediction 
now is 29 percent more turkeys pro- 
duced this year than last. That would 
put this year’s production close to 41 
million birds compared to 44 million 
for the peak year, 1945—and the rel- 
atively low 31.5 million turkeys pro- 
duced last year. Hopeful factor is low 
cold-storage stocks on hand. 


HMog-price question 


Whether hog prices reach or fall below 
support levels this fall or winter de- 
pends on how fast farmers shove their 
hogs to market. If hogs are marketed 
light, the total pork will be less—a 
strengthening factor for later in season. 


Flexible operations 


This is a time to keep your farming 
flexible. One place for this is in your 
livestock operations. You have the 
choice of either feeding your grain or 
turning it over to the government 
under price supports, depending on 
which is most profitable.

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. = one more month will round out our 
third year at Possum Trot Farm. Some- 
times we feel as though more should have 
been done during these busy seasons, and 
then we remember many things. 

We came here first on a cold and rainy 
night in November, three autumns ago, 
and moved into the kitchen of this old 
farmhouse; with young Fred, the dogs 
Mike and Chipper, and the cat Veronica. 
Thirty wet and beruffied hens, removed 
from the coop in which we’d transported 
them, clucked and went to bed on the 
roosts in the chicken house. For all of us 
except Veronica, who resented being 
torn from her familiar moorings, the 
thing was an adventure; a final breaking 
of town ties for a real return to the land. 


, ™ white frame farmhouse fronting 
the county road had stood for 70 years 
or longer and served its owners well. Its 
foundation was solid and the timbers 
sound. Sweet water flowed in abundance 
from the deep well and there were build- 
ings, old but serviceable, to shelter our 
small herd of whiteface steers. But the 
house needed many repairs to make it 
livable, and it was with this task that we 
occupied ourselves that first winter. 

We lived in confusion in the kitchen, 
making the small wood range suffice for 
warmth as well as cooking. But when 
spring came, we were satisfied. A cellar 
had been dug and a furnace installed 
Plaster and lath were torn from the walls 
and replaced over good insulation. Wide 
boards of seasoned oak went down over 
the splintery pine floors. Space was 
stolen from a porch for the bathroom, 
while into the big kitchen went modern 
fixtures. The house was rewired for the 
heavier electrical load it must now carry: 
refrigerator, cooking range, water pump, 
and pressure tank. 

Finally, though Mama says I| should 
really put this first of all farm conveni- 
ences, came the big oil heater which sup- 
plies hot water in unlimited quantities 
There’s no day in the winter woods so 
blustery and cold—yo day in the August 
hayfields so hot and sticky—that I can’t 
soak away its aches and cares in a tub 
filled to the brim with hot water. 


, are other things which add to 
the comfort of living; a big fireplace, 
screened porches, and a flagstone terrace 
Some folks tell us we could have built a 
new house for what our remodeling cost 
Perhaps so. But we'd have less house 

small rooms and low ceilings, no porches 
or terraces, no place for a man to put his 
guns and rods and camp gear and books 
Nor could any new house fit so well into 
the atmosphere of this high Ozark Valley.

When you think about it—things hap- 
pen mighty fast. In these three years the 
boy has taken himself a wife, presented 
us with a grandson, and established a 
farm implement business in nearby 
Farmington. To our original 200 acres, 
we have added the 120 of the old Sutton 
place which lies eastward against the 
mountain. And with this farm we ac- 
quired Perry McClary and his Martha 
Ann and young William Al who is fast 
becoming our mainstay, not to mention 
small Phyllis and Frances Kay. 


Now in October, when the harvest is 
over and the fall seedings of grass with 
their nurse crop of Balbo rye are safely in 
the ground and growing, is a good time 
to review the accomplishments of the 
year. With no more equipment than our 
tractor, plow, and terracing blade, we’ve 
built two miles of terraces on fields that 
were eroding badly, and gotten these 
fields down into permanent pasture. In- 
stead of 30 tons of weedy hay, more than 
100 tons of good legumes now go into the 
barns for winter feed. Three ponds, one 
dug with our own tractor and scoop, 
furnish livestock water and good fishing. 

Eight thousand multiflora roses have 
been set out to form three miles of per- 
manent fencing—‘‘horse high, bull 
strong, hog tight,”’ as the old saying has 
it. Included in this hedge fence are three 
small ‘waste areas which are being devel- 
oped -for wildlife, and we've seen our 
quail increase from two coveys to 14 as 
we go into our fourth autumn. The farm 
building program is far from complete; 
yet the big hay barn has racks to feed our 
80 head of Herefords on those rare days 
when they eat indoors, the machinery is 
well housed, and there is a good work- 
shop in the new garage 


O, a newly terraced field that last year 
grew only “‘Poor Joe” and dewberries, 
we had oats which would have made 40 
bushels if the sweet clover hadn’t gotten 
so high that we had to mow them for 
feed. Our few acres of wheat, seeded to 
grass and legumes and pastured until 
mid-April, went nearly 30 bushels; a 
yield that is impressive only when com- 
pared with the six bushels harvested from 
this field the year we came here. 

There is a story in the stand of grass 
which was seeded in this wheat and got 
so heavy that we took a ton of hay from 
it in late July and turned the cows and 
calves on it when the fall rains came 
There’s a theory behind this seeding, un- 
recommended by agricultural experts 
But Ill tell you that story in November 
when there’ll be more time for reading 
beside the kitchen stove. END

Nebraskans open up more than 
1,800 acres of land 
to profitable farm operation 


The Koester Brothers have opened up more 
than 1,800 acres of land near Alliance, 
Nebraska, to profitable farm operation by 
pump irrigation. The land is on a plateau 
300 feet above the North Platte River Valley 
and 35 miles north of the river. 

The Koesters sunk wells 230 to 400 feet 
deep and found plenty of water. Each well 
and pumping outfit irrigates 200 to 250 
acres of crops. Outstanding crops of sugar 

beets, beans and potatoes are grown. 
During the irrigating season the pumps 
are run on a 24-hour basis, providing a pun- 
ishing test of fuels and lubricants. The 
Koesters have found that it pays to use 
Diesel Chief fuel and Texaco Ursa Oil X** 
oe in the engines, and Marfak in the pumps 
pve and other bearings.

ale U.S.D.A. comes clean on 5-percenter investigation

ube Brannan bumps up against someone else’s politics 


Five-percent pressure. In all the ex- 
posé both in and out of Washington about 
the favors given 5-percenters, U.S.D.A 
came through the investigations with 
clean skirts. In the past 16 years, there 
has not been a proved instance of graft or 
favoritism although the deparument has 
handed out billions of dollars. It has ad- 
ministered many rules and regulations 
which both businessmen and farmers 
would have preferred to avoid 

The recent mvestigation showed that 
President Truman’s military aide, Gen- 
eral Harry H. Vaughan, got nowhere 
when he tried to pressure the department 
for special favors to his own special clients 

True, there have been some strange 
occurrences. Not long ago, the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation accounting 
system got out of whack to the tune of 
many millions, but it, too, could not be 
proved—though a couple of senators 
tried hard—that there was any real skul- 
duggery. 

Henry A. Wallace was involved in the 
very strange—but not mercenary—ex- 
pedition of Professor Nicholas Roerich to 
the fastness of Tibet in search of drouth- 
resistant grass varieties. The word got 
around that the professor was really 
searching for signs of some new Redeemer 

All during the year the Crop Report- 
ing Board manages to get out its highly 
confidential figures without any leaks 
No grain speculators were found in the 
department when Congress demanded 
the names of those playing the commodity 
futures markets 

But it remains as a fact that there are 
all kinds of pressure groups—5-percent- 
ers in their own way—who want to get 
special consideration from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture 


Corn quotas. As summer ended, U.S 
D.A. officials thought it would be a cinch 
that corn quotas and acreage allotments 
would be imposed next year. A decision 
by November 16 is required under the 
Hope-Aiken Law 

Officials could figure the proposed cut 
in production of corn next year as high as 
1,726,000,000 bushels, but there was no 
chance of that. Some officials think we 
ought to maintain a billion-bushel supply 
as a regular thing. 

Meanwhile, announcement has been 
made that loans and purchase agreements 
will be available to corn producers both 
outside as well as inside the commercial 
corn areas of the nation. Previously, sup- 


ports on corn were limited to the com- 
mercial areas 

Reports have been circulating that all 
farmers, regardless of where they are lo- 
cated, will be given an opportunity to 
vote on marketing quotas on corn Ap- 
parently this is only rumor. If farmers 
across the nation voted on corn market- 
ing quotas, it is indeed doubtful that two- 
thirds of those voting would approve the 
quotas. For sure, marketing quotas 
would not have the support of farmers in 
Eastern and Northern dairy areas, as 
well as farmers in the West where more 
corn is fed than is produced. 


Jockeying. By the time this is printed, 
a farm bill will have been disposed of, 
but whatever will have happened it can’t 
exceed in interest—and possibly in long 
range, importance—the political jockey- 
ing that went on. Secretary Brannan was 
just determined not to choose between 
the substitutes offered in the Senate and 
the House. This, in spite of the fact that 
his old boss, Clinton P. Anderson, fa- 
thered the Senate’s 90-percent-of-parity 
bill 

Brannan was waiting to make a polit- 
ical issue of his own plan in the elections 
next year. it'll be the same story as in 
1948: “Congress didn’t do right by the 
farmer.’ But this time, it will be harder 
to get over because a former Truman 
secretary of agriculture, none other than 
Senator Anderson, drafted the substitute 
legislation 

While this was going on, a clever piece 
of propaganda was being distributed. A 
large number of big town newspapers 
carried a syndicated series on the potato 
plan which is in such bad odor. There was 
nothing new in the series. Farmers up in 
Maine were being paid huge sums by the 
government for potatoes—some as high 
as $100,000—to maintain the price. It is 
well known that the potato plan has cost 
the government hundreds of mibions, 
while the consumer is stuck with a high 
price 

On the face of it, this series looked like 
a hard slam at the adaiistration. 
Actually, it played directly into Bran- 
nan’s clever hands. It showed, or so it 
might be argued, that what was needed 
was a plan which would bring lower 
prices to the consumers. And that is what 
Brannan claims his plan will do. If the 
big subsidies were to be paid out, the con- 
sumers at least are entitled to lower

Friend to Friend 


Let the men work 


My friend from New York City was trying to 
understand my explanation of farm surpluses. As 
we drove along, I suggested we talk to a farmer. 
So at the next turnrow we stopped. 

Before introductions had been completed, the 
farmer tried to hire both of us. As we talked, a 
tractor and mower came over the hill. In the 
driver’s seat was a girl of 13. Her employer told 
with great enthusiasm of her skill with farm ma- 
chinery. He said his crop program was so large 
and he was so short on help that he was hiring the 
neighbor’s children. 

Upon leaving, my city friend remarked that 
perhaps one way to reduce farm surpluses would 
be decent regard for child welfare and safety. En- 
tirely too many immature kids are doing the 
work of hired men. Just why be so eager to pile 
up crops we don’t need? Yet farmers like to pro- 
duce all they can. As volume increases, cost per 
bushel goes down, too. And there is fear of acreage 
reduction next year, based partly at least on the 
acres raised this year. Nor can you forget how 
farmers have been urged for many years to raise 
their utmost for patriotic reasons. You don’t turn 
off farm production as easily as the windmill. 


‘e meet our overseas neighbors 

Few Midwest farming communities have 
missed some direct contacts with Europe this 
year. And this time acquaintances have been 
largely made through visits of European farmers 
to America 

Among the early visitors have been exchange 
students who came for a few months of actual ex- 
perience on your farms. They have been a friend- 
ly, delightful bunch of young folks. Then there was 
the party of representatives of the International 
Federation of Agricultural Producers, from 22 
countries. They toured the United States and 
Canada in midsummer. They, too, found many 
friends in America. It is certain they carried back 
with them the ideas of many new practices for 
their native farmers. 

And then there have come the D.Ps., too. 
Usually known as Displaced Persons, I think a 
better title is Delaved Pilgrims, suggested by one 
of my good friends. Not long ago, I heard one of 
them sing beautifully at a gathering of farm 
people. His eyes sparkled, for he now had a job 
where he could make the most of his skill learned 
in Europe. A hand, mangled by a bomb during 
the war, was carefully concealed in his coat pocket. 
Needless to say, Tony made a hit and he is getting 
along well in America. 

Comments of farm people who have had a 
chance to meet these visitors and learn of their 
problems, have been enlightening. They give a 
complete denial to any charge that the Midwest is 


provincial. These facts prove that while we may 
find it difficult to think of international coopera- 
tion in abstract terms, it is easy when we face 
human beings. 


United Nations Day 


The United States will observe United Nations 
Day October 24. In the Midwest our people will 
be thinking of Tony and of the other new friends 
they have made from Europe, rather than of stern 
diplomats and diplomatic haggling. 

This is not a plea to throw open our doors to all 
Europeans who might wish to become Ameri- 
cans. I believe, however, a much more liberal 
policy than prevails now would be for our own 
good. 

But we can help our neighbors abroad where 
they are, by an intelligent program of internation- 
al trade. You would be shocked to know how fre- 
quently our State Department’s efforts toward 
easier foreign trade is wrecked by some feature of 
our American farm program. A summary of the 
conflicts between international relations and agri- 
cultural policies has been drawn up in a small 
book, Our Farm Program and Foreign Trade. A copy 
or copies may be had by writing the Council of 
Foreign Relations, 58 East 68th Street, New York 
21, New York. The price is $2. The book deserves 
a place in every farm discussion group through the 
coming winter. 

Can't we think of Tony, Jens, and Anya when 
we are discussing our problems with Europe? We 
have all had an opportunity to see these folks. 
Such an approach to foreign policy should make 
it easy to understand the significance of United 
Nations Day on October 24. 


Fencing 


All signs point to a great increase in grass acre- 
age during the next five years. With grass will 
come increases in livestock numbers. And before 
you can set up a satisfactory livestock program, 
your farm must be well fenced. 

Good fencing, according to extensive Minne- 
sota studies, represents at least 4.5 rods per acre, 
with 1 post per rod. These posts have an average 
life of 10 to 15 years. If you are an average farmer, 
your fences will take one hour a year for every 10 
rods of fencing on your farm. One-quarter to one- 
third of this time will be spent in building or re- 
building, and the rest for repairing. If you are 
operating 160 acres in the state of Minnesota, you 
will spend at least one week every year building 
and repairing fences. 

Fencing is big business in the Midwest. The in- 
vestment in time and money on every farm is 
large. Attention to the best available information 
for building lasting fences will save you money. 
And fences will make you money—for you can’t 
have a livestock program without them.

What's your 


corn-storage 


problem? 


Here are the answers to 
the most-oftem asked 
questions about how to 
store corn so it will go 
under government loan 


By Harry W. Henderson 


a floods, and the small but 
mighty chinch bug are the least of your 
worries this year. Storage for your 1949 
corn crop—or the lack of storage, rather 

has crowded all other problems into 
the background. Your questions, which 
have been pouring into the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in a veritable flood 
in the past few weeks, indicate more 
clearly than any public opinion poll just 
how serious you consider the corn-stor- 
age situation to be. 

Following are the answers the Depart- 
ment has rounded up to the inquiries 
that come in most frequently: 


Q Where can I obtain blueprints 
« for a corncrib that will provide 
safe storage? 

You can get the plans from your 

county agricultural conservauon as- 
sociation or your state college. Your state 
college will also furnish you with bulle- 
tins describing some of the “do” and 
“don’t” features of crib building. 


@) What is the most economical 
« type of temporary storage for 
ear corn? 
Round cribs made of snow fence or 

i wire mesh provide a satisfactory type 
of temporary storage for ear corn. But 
unless these cribs have a roof or cover 
that will keep out the rain, they cannot 
keep the corn in good condition beyond 
the winter months in a humid or sub- 
humid climate. 

Pile the corn in the round crib so that 
it makes a ridge, rather than a cone. A 
ridge is much easier to cover with roll 
roofing or corrugated metal than a cone. 
Corn that is to be stored for a consider- 
able length of time should be kept off the 
ground 


) How can harvesting be done so 
« as to increase keeping quality? 
Delay harvesting as long as possible, 
even though it appears advantageous 
—especially with a mechanical picker— 
to get into the fields before the stalks have 
been weakened by weathering and before 
bad weather sets in. Corn dries faster in 
the field than in the crib, and losses due 
to delay in harvesting may be more than 
offset by spoilage of moist corn 

Do a clean job of husking. Silks, husks, 
chaff, and shelled corn fill the air spaces 
between the ears in the crib which cuts 
off air movement and leads to spoilage

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High-preducing hens 


To the Editor: Your August issue, page 
120, carries a poultry note entitled “Why 
Some Hens Are More Profitable.” In the 
third paragraph, feed consumption per 
hen is given as 150 pounds per year, and 
up to an average of 178 pounds in top 
flocks. 

We of the older generation are fre- 
quently shocked at the changes in mod- 
ern agriculture. In past years I have been 
taught that around 90 pounds per hen is 
good farm feeding. It’s hard for me to 
believe that this poundage has been 
nearly doubled since I left extension 
service 20 years ago. 

Better check the figures given in the 
article. If right, this radical change in 
feed consumption is worth a special 
article of explanation. If the figures are 
wrong, you had best call your poultry 
editor back from vacation.

@ If surveys can be relied on, the 
figures given in the item are correct. 
They were taken from a University 
of Wisconsin bulletin. Here’s a 
quote: “As the quantity of feed was 
increased, the production of eggs 
also increased until the 44 flocks 
which were fed more than 150 
pounds of feed per hen produced an 
average of 149 eggs per hen.” 

I agree, the amount fed does seem 
high, but the figures are from the 
people who fed the chickens. For 
further information, I suggest that 
you contact the source.—Editor. 


“That Sell ef Yours” 


To the Editor: 1 have read the many 
fine articles on better farming in the book, 
That Soil of Yours, published by Successful 
Farming, and have enjoyed every one of 
them 

However, I would like to disagree with 
you on the article on page 10. It lists the 
various methods of rotation for compari- 
son. The four-year rotation of corn, oats, 
alfalfa-brome, alfalfa-brome shows a 37- 
percent increase on corn that otherwise 
would have yielded 50 bushels to the 
acre. Corn-oats-alfalfa-alfalfa shows a 
30-percent increase in yield. In the three- 
year rotation, corn-soybeans-oats (sweet 
clover plowed under) shows a 1-percent 
decrease. 

I have followed this last pian of rotation 
for the last several years. Sweet clover 
was sowed with oats in the spring and 
plowed up as green manure the following 
spring. I got yields up to 100 bushels to 
the acre by this method. My corn crop 
was then followed with beans, and then 
oats and clover again. Some farmers in 
this territory plant wheat instead of the 
oats. If this method is a poor one, how 
can 100-bushel yields be obtained?

@ I don’t think there is a disagree- 
ment between your results and 
those which were reported in the 
article. None of the experimental 
results as printed in Successful 
Farming will apply to every soil 
type. They merely show what hap- 
pened on that particular soil type 
under those particular conditions. 
This is one reason why test plots in 
one state sometimes mean nothing 
to many of the farmers of another 
state.—Editor.

A 


growing collection of oil and water-color paintings—leisure- 


time work of farm men and women—hangs in their galleries

A. some time, probably every farmer 
has wished he could take paintbrush in 
hand and record on canvas some of the 
beauty of his farm, could capture per- 
manently the everyday experiences so 
familiar to him. For a farm is one of the 
most natural environments. on earth to 
inspire creative-art expression 

But how manv hard-working farm 
people actually find the leisure time to 
express themselves creatively? With little 
access to formal art training, how many 
have the courage to answer this urge to 
paint or draw? 

Ten vears ago Dean Chris L. Christen- 
sen of the Agricultural College, Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, decided to find out. He 
discussed with a small volunteer com- 
mittee the possibilities of holding a rural- 
farm art exhibit in Madison the next vear 
during Farm and Home Week. The 
committee was skeptical. They doubted 
that there was enough interest in the 
subject or talent among farm men and 
women to make an exhibit worthwhile 
They doubted that they could find many 
paintings which honestly reflected farm 
life. Wouldn’t most of them prove to be 
copies of other artists’ work? 

Ihe committee was surprised. After a 
three-months search which they con- 
ducted in 15 of Wisconsin’s 70 counties, 
they had found enough good oil paint- 
ing, water color, and pastel to form one of 
the most unusual collections in the history 
of this region. So far as we know, the 1940 
art exhibition was the first of its kind in 


Wisconsin’s history, perhaps in the 
country. Thirty farm men and women 
contributed some 60 pieces of their work 
Many of these farm artists were dis- 
covered for the first time, and some of the 
best work was done bv those who had 
had no training. Most of the paintings 
were entirely original, and reflected farm 
life as the artists saw it. Even the most 
dubious critics were satisfied. The ex- 


hibit was a success 


r 
This was the beginning of the non- 
professional, rural art shows which are 
now sponsored each vear by the De- 
partment of Rural Sociology, University 
of Wisconsin College of Agriculture 
Most ol the entries come from 1 of the 12 
state regional shows (five or six paintings 
are chosen from each region to be 
judged). The exhibits have aroused such 
interest among farm artists that the 
numbers of entries in the last few years 
have far exceeded the exhibition space 

Many of the enthusiasts are farm 
homemakers who have taken up painting 
as a hobby. Age is no restricter. One of 
the purchase award winners this year was 
1 newcomer to the field of oil painting, a 
70-vear-old woman who had been in- 
spired and encouraged by the rural art 
shows to record her chiidhood farm 
memories on canvas. Last year, top 
award of the exhibit went to a 20-year- 
old girl whose only training had been in 
her school art classes

“Our soil is 
somewhat sandy; some hybrids would 
not stand up against a drouth. Others 
wouldn’t stand in the field. When we 
got the right hybrid, we had drouth 
resistance, standability, and yield, all 
in one package. These sandy soils are 
capable of producing from 80 to 100 
bushels of corn an acre in favorable 
years, and the wrong variety can 
easily cost me $20 an acre on the 90 
acres that we generally have in corn. 
With us, selecting the right hybrid is 
serious business,’ says Mr. Reynolds. 

So how do you buy your seed corn? 
Making sure you have the best hybrids

for your farm isn’t an easy job. It’s one 
you have to work on constantly. Be- 
fore you start, there are two things 
you need to know and believe: 

First, you have to recognize that 
any two strains of hybrid corn have 
personalities and abilities as distinctly 
different as any two hired men you 
might put to work on your farm. Sec- 
ond, you must keep in mind that hy- 
brids are constantly being improved. 
Ihe rate of improvement in the next 
few years is likely to be even more 
rapid than it has been in the past. 

Once you recognize that hybrids 
are all different and that new and bet- 
ter hybrids are constantly being in- 
troduced, there are five simple steps 
you should take. 


Step 1. Study your farm field by field. 


What’s the ground like in each of 
your fields? Just as different men do 
their best work under different con- 
ditions, so the different strains of hy- 
brid corn operate. Some hybrids are 
noted for their performance on light or 
sandy soils. Others are at their best on 
heavy soils. Some hybrids require a 
field where the subsoil drainage is 
good, while others can do a fine job on 
a field nearby that has an extremely 
tight subsoil. Some hybrids have an 
almost amazing ability to utilize the 
extra plant food in very rich soil and 


convert it into extra bushels of quality 
corn, while other hybrids are special- 
ists in providing surprisingly good 
crops on soils of lower fertility levels 

You may have great enough differ- 
ences of soil texture and fertility on 
your farm to make it profitable to use 
two or more different hybrids. Intelli- 
gent selection of hybrids must begin 
with a careful examination of the soil 
on which they are used. 


Step 2. Know when you wish to plant 
and harvest your corn. 


Whether you plant your corn the 
tenth of May or the tenth of June, and 
whether you want to harvest it in 
August, September, October, or No- 
vember are very important considera- 
tions in selecting your hybrids. In 
planning your next year’s crop, the 
best course is to expect normal 
weather conditions—the kind that 
have prevailed generally in your com- 
munity during the last five years 

If you want maximum yields of 
corn, you need the entire growing sea- 
son. This means vou must plant as 
soon as the soil is warm and dry 
enough, and you must not expect to 
harvest the crop until well after the 
first killing frosts in the fall. In this 
case, you need only consider the full- 
season hybrids being offered for your 
neighborhood. [ Turn to page 96

If you have a tractor-mounted posthole digger, the 
foundation for this machine shed can be dug in a matter 
of minutes, after the post locations have been staked out. 
Even if vou don’t have a tractor-mounted digger, it 
won't take you long to dig the postholes by hand. The 
holes should be 314’ to 4’ deep 

Posts should be pressure-treated with a preservative 
for long life, and set to a line at the bottom and top when 
you put them in. Use the straightest posts for corners and 
doorways. Posts with crooks or curves can be drawn into 
position with a block and tackle until the nailing girts 
and siding are applied. Using the block-and-tackle 
method is easier than notching the posts to make the 
walls straight 

As indicated in the plan, the floor in the machine shed 
is graded up about 8” or 12” above the outside grade to 
keep it dry. Sandy clay, finely ground limestone, or road-

to a normal strong demand for cattle to go on grass 
after the winter is over. 

When conditions are more or less normal, prices for 
fat cattle sent to market follow a seasonal pattern. This 
is something cattle feeders always keep in mind. As a 
rule, the plainer slaughter cattle bring the best prices 
in the spring and the lowest prices in the fall. Price 
pattern for the better grades are just the opposite, 
lower in the spring and stronger in late summer and 
early fall. The chart below shows average price-fluc- 
tuations of different slaughter grades at 
1929-1940. 

Actually there’s a greater difference in kinds of cat- 
tle, the programs they respond to best, and sometimes 
prices, than any other class of livestock. This means 
that farmers who are turning to beef have many 
choices in the kinds of cattle they handle, how they 
feed them, and the time of year they plan to market.

Men who feed cattle consider many factors before 
deciding the program they will follow and the kind of 
cattle they will handle 

For one thing, the better grades call for higher 
quality feed, more concentrates, and relatively less 
roughages like silage, hay, and pasture. Plainer cattle 
are adapted to the use of larger quantities of forage and 
less concentrates. 

Consideration of the relative risks is especially im- 
portant to the new farmer or the fellow with limited 
operating capital. The really big risk in cattle feeding 
is how well the cattle have been bought, and what the 
cattle will sell for when marketed—whether there will 
be enough margin to cover feeder costs, feed, and 
other expenses. It is agreed that, as a rule, price risks 
are less with calves, lightweights, and commoner Cat- 
tle than with the heavier and more fancy kinds

Dare recent years we have heard a great deal about vaccinating 


calves against Bang’s disease. We have heard just as much about im- 
munity following the procedure 

Chere have been arguments over such angles as the best age for 
vaccination and how long the protection lasts. There have been 
debates over various other angles 

After all is said and done, the only thing we're sure of is the fact 
that we’ve been using the wrong word all these years in connection 
with calfhood vaccination. At best, we’ve been using that word “‘im- 
munity”’ in a dangerously loose fashion 

From our side of the fence it seems doubtful whether such a result 
is ever achieved by calfhood vaccination with Strain 19. A little 
study indicates that “‘resistance”’ is a better word for vaccination 
protec tion. 

Few people will question the resistance of vaccinates to Bang’s 
disease. This resistance is frequently so strong as to be confused with 
actual immunity. However, the fact remains that a great many vac- 
cinated heifers still come down with Bang’s disease every year. There- 
fore, they weren't immune to trouble, though they doubtlessly were 
highly resistant

Calls for efficient, low-cost operation. Here’s how this 


farmer saves time, labor—and produces a quality product

V. Bryan is one Hoosier poultry- 
man who remembers that eggs can sell 
for 7 cents a dozen. Early hardships of 
depression years left a lifetime impres- 
sion. If prices should ever skid to such 
levels again, Vic says he will not be 
caught with impossible overhead ex- 
penses in handling his 1,200 New 
Hampshires. He trusts that someone 
will apply the brakes before such a 
calamity hits, but, just in case, Vic is 
determined to be in a position to make 
money from his poultry. 

The Victor Bryans of Delaware 
County, Indiana, have organized 
their farm to meet the market’s ups 
and downs, and still keep the good life 
they are enjoying. It started with 40 
acres back in the 1920's. He man- 
aged to pay for the place, but money 
was so scarce that Vic resolved “that he 
would never be poor again.”

Are you measuring your ingredients 

accurately? If baking conditions 
(temperature, preheated oven, and so 
forth) and the recipe are the same, your 
occasional failures usually are caused by 
faulty measurement of ingredients. Too 
much flour, for example, can make a 
cake heavy and cracked; too little can 
cause it to fall. 

For accuracy in measuring dry in- 
gredients, fill cup or spoon to overflow- 
ing without packing or shaking down 
Then pass edge of spatula or knife across 
top to level off. For liquids, a glass cup 
marked with measurements on the side is 
one of the best means of getting accurate 
measurements. When measuring less than 
1 cup of fat, use the water method of 
measuring. If, for example, 1s cup of fat 
is to be measured, fill cup 34 full of water; 
then add fat, pushing it under the water, 
until the water in the cup reaches the full 
mark. Use of a set of metal measuring 
cups and a set of metal measuring spoons 
is highly recommended for success with 
rec ipes. 


Can you tell me what kinds of 
spices should be used for mak- 
ing spiced fish?—Mrs. J. P. S.

The University works through the 
county agricultural extension offices, 
which means that all publicity and plan- 
ning of the regional shows is carried out 
in the field by a committee directed by 
the local county agricultural agent. Thus, 
the program reaches to the grassroots 
areas. Upon appointment, farm artists 
are offered helpful criticism by the artist- 
in-residence at the University, and are 
given help in locating art materials 


The University bought six paintings this 
year to hang in their permanent collec- 
tion, which now includes about 60 works 
Last year, Successful Farming purchased 
the winning painting and presented it to 
the University’s collection. This year the 
Successful Farming purchase award went 
to William H. Boose, a farmer and fur 
raiser of near Poy Sippi, for his oil paint- 
ing of the landscape, “Peaceful Valley,” 
pictured on page 30 

Boose has had no formal art training 
that is outside of school art classes which 
ended in high school. But painting has 
been his spare-time hobby for some 4 
years 

This 61-vear old farm artist is a born 
Nature lover, and before he turned 21 
he knew that office work was not for him 
When he was 26, he bought a 70-acre 
farm and worked it untul just a few vears 
ago t present he rents the working land 
together with the machinery and stock,

and since his wife’s death, has lived alone 
on a 215-acre fur farm.

Last 
winter he trapped and sold 560 muskrats 
and 11 mink. In a large, home-freezer 
unit capable of holding a full ton of meat 
he freezes berries, fish and game, and 
meat for his dogs. His kitchen is neat, and 
a gunrack holds a dozen guns of all sizes 
and calibers, well-oiled and cleaned 

After Boose was married and settled, 
he began to work in oil and water color 
during the winter months when the farm 
work and trapping were done. In those 
davs there was no electricity, only kero- 
sene lamplight to work by. Many of these 
older paintings are copies because Boos« 
never thought he could do worthwhile, 
original work without professional train- 
ing. Even after he began to do originals, 
he didn’t urv to sell his works, but gave 
most of them away.

October 
garden tips 


I you’re interested in lightening spring 
garden chores and in coming forth with 
the first show of flowers next season, you 
can learn much from this simple garden 
proverb: “An ounce of autumnal preven- 
tion is worth a pound of springtime cure.” 


With the fruit plantings: To keep the 
best of your apple harvest over the winter 
months, pick the apples when they are 
hard ripe. Sort out the best and wrap 
them in paper; then store in a cold place 
above freezing temperatures

Kieffer pears should be picked while 
still green, but after they have attained full 
size. For 3 or 4 weeks Store at 60-65 
degrees, then sort and store at 40 degrees 

Protect your fruit trees against the 
ravages ol winter by first removing the 


sod and weeds for a 2’ distance around 
the trunk. Then check trunks for borers 
Dig them out with a knife and a piece of 
wire. Apply paradichlorobenzene crystals 
or ethylene dichloride emulsions to 
peaches if borers have been present 
Erect rabbit guards on all young fruit 
trees (up to 7-8 years of age). Screening, 
chicken wire, or !4” mesh hardware cloth 
are good protectors. See sketch above. 


Around the lawa: Evergreens can still 
be transplanted this month. In the more 
northerly states they should be thorough- 
ly watered, then mulched for the winter 
If danger of windburn is present, protect 
the tree with a burlap screen. See sketch 
above. Mulch trees with peat, composted 
leaves, or well-rotted manure 
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To water evergreens for winter, allow 
water to run on each one slowly for 30 
minutes to an hour. 


It’s a sensible fire precaution, while 
you’ re working in the garden, to pry away 
all stray dead leaves that the winds have 
entangled in the roots of your hedges. If 
you believe in mulching them, be sure to 
use only soil for the job. 


Among the flewers: Dig up tender, bulb- 
ous plants such as gladiolus, dahlias, and 
cannas before ground begins to freeze. 
Use care in digging so the bulbs will not 
be cut or bruised. Keep only the sound, 
disease-free ones for storage 

Now is the time to prepare those rose 
beds for spring plantings, too. If it is to 
be a new bed, locate it well away from 
large shade trees and in the open. Roses 
are at their best when grown by them- 
selves. They do not like to compete with 
large trees and shrubs for food and water 
In rose growing, many failures are due to 
the lack of soil fertility. An ideal rose bed 
is prepared from 2’ to 244’ deep. The 
bottom of this bed has 6” of stones or 
gravel, then 5” or 6” of manure or com- 
post. The balance of the bed is then filled 
with good rich loam which is 4 to }g 
rotted manure or compost. A good aver- 
age rose bed is 4’ wide. 








Three-year-old rose canes should be 
cut off before climbers are wrapped or 
laid down and buried for the winter. 
Wisteria, ivy, and euonymus need pro- 
tection against rabbits. Use screen wire 
to cover the lower 3 feet of each vine. Be 
sure to push wire into ground. 


Im the vegetable garden: Wait until 
just before the ground freezes to store 
your carrots, parsnips, and other hardy 
root crops. They will keep longer if 
you let them grow in the ground until 
they need to be dug. 

Dig sweet potatoes the day after a 
killing frost. First cut vines off with a 
sharp hoe early the morning of the frost. 
Southern gardeners can dig when tubers 
reach desired size. 

Try plowing the garden this fall. 
You'll find you can make the first plant- 
ings two weeks earlier next spring. END

In insect warfare, as with anything 
else, prevention is easier than the cure 
A clean plant in a cool room will dis- 
courage the hungriest insect. 

However, if your plants already are 
“buggy,” get ready for the battle. Begin 
by washing the plant stand, pots, and 
watering can with soapy water. Then 
compare the sketches in this article with 
what you find on the plants and treat as 
recommended. (Don’t be alarmed, our 
sketches are many times enlarged!) If 
none of them looks familiar, try washing 
the plants thoroughly with soapy water 
and rinsing carefully anyway. It’s a good 
cure for many an ailment. 


White fy. When infested with white 
flies, plants turn yellow and wilt. If you 
look closely at such plants, you will find 
the small, white, 4-winged flies and pale- 
green oval nymphs pictured here. Gera- 
nium leaves often are covered with soot 
mold when the flies are present 


lo control white flies, spray the under- 
side of the foliage with nicotine-soap solu- 
tion (1 teaspoon of nicotine sulfate from 
the drugstore to 1 gallon of soapy water) 
Leave the solution on for a few hours; 
then wash the plant. 


Mealy bug. If mealy bugs have found 
your plants, you’ll find the stems sprin- 
kled with cottony ovals about one-half 
inch long. When the insects are numer- 
ous, the plants look as though they were 
moldy. There’s' another clue to their 


presence, too! You'll probably find a big 
cotton tangle which the female spins 
when ready to lay her eggs. 

To control mealy bugs, keep the plants 
clean. Turn the pots upside down and 
syringe the plants forcefully with a fine 
spray. If you have found only a few in- 
sects, touch each bug with a toothpick 
wrapped in cotton and soaked in alco- 
hol or kerosene. If the plants are badly 
infested, it may be an easier procedure to 
get rid of the plants and start over with 
a few healthy slips.

Aphids or plant Hee. | hese smal!, soft- 
bodied insects kill the plant by sucking out 
its juices. Your best weapon for them is a 
nicotine dust or spray. Commercial in- 
secticides, containing nicotine, also are 
good. If you use nicotine solutions, for 
aphids or any other insect, follow with a 
good bath within a few hours. The nico- 


tine is effective, but hard on tender plants 

Like all other insects, aphids hate 
cleanliness. So keep your insect enemies 
at bay with a weekly cleaning 

Wash smooth-leaved plants by holding 
them under a gentle stream from the 
faucet. Or put them in the bathtub and 
syringe forcefully with a fine mist spray 
Large leaves may be wiped with a damp 
cloth 

Plants with hairy leaves, such as the 
\frican-violet. should not be washed; 
iry-clean each leaf with a soft brush in- 
stead, to remove dust and discourage pests 


Red spider. The sucking of the red 
spider causes foliage to turn yellow 
Chances are you won't be able to see the 
little fellow, but when the undersides of 
your plant’s leaves begin to look whitish, 
you can bet he’s there. The soft white 
stuff you see is the fine web he spins. If 
your eyes are good, maybe you can see 
him as a red dot among the webs 


Red spiders thrive in high tempera- 
tures and dry atmosphere. Discourage 
them with a weekly bath and not too 
much sun. If they insist upon making 
your plants their home, break their webs 
and wash them from your smooth-leaved 
plants with a strong stream of water 
Then dust with sulfur. Hairy-leaved 
plants should receive the sulfur only. 


Seale. If your plants have scale—usually 
only the glossy-leaved ones will—vou'll 
find hard, reddish-brown or black dots on 
the underside of the leaves and on the 
stems. If there are only a few, scrape 
them off. For a faster job, scrub the leaves 


with a toothbrush or spray them with a 

p solution 

If your plants are very badly infested 
with insects, it may be better to have a 
greenhouse man take care of them for 
you--or start over with healthy plants 
At any rate, it is wise to discard plants 
that are too damaged or that do not re- 
cover rapidly after treatment. END

Dig tulip bulbs in summer, after foliage 
has turned yellow or brown. Store in a cool, 
dry place until fall planting time. Leave old 
hulls on tulip bulbs until you are ready to 
plant to insure better separation for airiness 


Te plant, stab trowel straight down its full 
depth, pull blade back to widen opening 
Insert bulb point end up; press base firmly 
against bottom of hole.

Tulips are among the first to show their 
colorful blooms in spring.

Select bulbs carefully for planting. Bulbs 
at left above, because of improper trimming 
of blooms or other reasons, are small, under- 
nourished. Bulbs at right have developed 
favorably and are much better for planting 


Tulips de well when planted near a wall 
where they get reflected rather than direct 
sunlight.

This variety of the parrot tulip is char-

FOR SOIL MISUSE? 


You certainly can. And it can cost you plenty of 


money, if your lease says one thing and you do another

The rented farm is always a problem 
when it comes to treating rolling land 
properly, and keeping the topsoil from 
being washed down the river. 


for land use and for establishing ordi- 
nances to restrict the plowing up of grass 
on hillsides. But recently we’ve found 
teeth in existing laws and enough enforce- 
ment of ordinary farm leases to protect 
precious topsoil. 

For example, a court action in Carroll 
County, lowa, resulted in a jury verdict 
in favor of a landlord who sued the tenant 
for damages to the farm in violation of 
the farm lease for 1948. The jury upheld 
the contention that cash damages should 
be awarded for loss of topsoil due to 
plowing up hay land without permission 

The case, which was known in Carroll 
County as Rickers versus Kroeger, has at- 
tracted widespread attention, not only in 
the immediate vicinity, but throughout 
Iowa and adjoining states. Soil Conserva- 
tion Service officials and others interested 
in taking steps to protect the soil are 
studying the case. Since the Carroll 
County decision, at least one additional 
court case has been brought: another 
landlord is seeking recourse through 
legal action against a tenant charged 
with violating the terms of the lease

The Carroll County decision is said to 
be not only the first one of its kind in 
Iowa, but inquiries from other states in- 
dicate that it may have far-reaching 
effects throughout the Midwest It 
establishes legal precedent for protecting 
the soil on a rented farm, and also 
legalizes the method for determining 
actual damage to the topsoil through 
failure to leave a field seeded down 

In this particular case, the jury 
awarded $300 actual damages and $200 
exemplary damages because a field of 15 
acres in hay land was plowed up and 
planted to corn in 1948. The field had 
been in clover and timothy, and when the 
clover was killed out, the tenant re- 
quested permission to plow up the 
umothy and put the land in corn. When 
this permission was not granted, he went 
ahead and plowed it up anyway.

The tenant had rented the farm ior $11 
an acre cash rent. One provision of the 
lease specifically stated that the tenant 
was under obligation to “break up and 
improve as much waste land as possible 
as may be in condition to plow, but not 
to plow pasture or hay land without 
consent of the landlord.” 

Ihe basis for making the award was 


the result of experimental tests on the 
Federal Soil Conservation farm in 
southwestern Iowa. On a slope compar- 
able to the field on the Rickers farm, 20 
to 30 tons of topsoil had been lost when 
sod was plowed up and the land put to 
corn. The instructions of the judge in the 
case called on the jurors to make the 
findings on the basis of the difference in 
the fair market value of the farm follow- 
ing the tenant’s plowing up of the field 
in question, 


O, this basis, the jury decided that the 
farm was worth $300 less than it was be- 
fore the timothy sod which had been 
anchoring the topsoil was plowed. This 
adds up to $20 an acre on the field in 
question. The jury then proceeded to, 
assess $200 exemplary damages as 
punishment for a willful act in damaging 
the farm. The landlord originally had 
asked for $1,500 actual damages and 
$500 exemplary damages 

Phat damage to the land was perma- 
nent. The case was based on testimony of 
the Soil Conservation Service representa- 
tives to the effect that loss of more than 
five tons ol topsoil constitutes permanent 
injury to the land. The grassland im- 
mediately below the field in question was 
examined. There was enough silt there to 
justify the estimate of losses of from 20 to 
30 tons per acre, or from .20 to .25 of an 
inch of topsoil 

The effect of the court case has been to 
arouse considerable interest in the matter 
of farm leases and the protection of the 
land through leasing arrangements on 
rented farms 


Many authorities admit that they have 
been unable to find any suitable leases 
covering soil-conservation pracuces 

Dr. I. W. Arthur of Iowa State Col- 
lege, who has done considerable work 
along this line, has offered a farm-lease 
rider which is designed to help save soil 
on rented farms. Even this addition does 
not fill all needs, however, But it does 
serve as a guide for landlords and tenants 
who want to know how to work out ar- 
rangements for division of expense and 
prorating costs over a period of years 

The lease in the case which provoked 
the court action in Carroll County was 
the Eldridge standard farm lease, which 
is in commen usage throughout Iowa 
and some of the other Midwest states 

More than one landlord and tenant 
began to study the provisions of existing 
leases when the news got around as to 
what had happened when a landlord 
sued his tenant, and collected. END

Here’s how to get 


the most from your 
heating system

Winn winter only a good “‘northwester” 
away, you are face to face with the prob- 
lem of keeping warm for the next few 
months. It’s an important problem, and 
you can’t affort to ignore it 

Giving your heating system a good, 
thorough going-over may save you many 
dollars in fuel bills. More important, 
checking your heating equipment now 
may save you a disastrous fire later. In 
this article we'll give you some money- 
saving Ups 

First let's take a look at the gravity 
warm-air heating system, which is used 
more than any other type on the farm 
\mong the most Important factors in 
this system are the air ducts. Their proper 
installation is important. The ducts must 
be large enough. Literally tons of air 
must circulate daily to carry the heat 
from the furnace to the rooms. If your 
basement “heats up,” it’s a pretty safe 
bet that air is restricted 


IL; this is the case, living areas won't 
heat properly, while the furnace over- 
heats. The solution is.usually a larger, or 
an additional, cold-air duct. Check your 
gravity system, and then ask your heat- 
ing equipment dealer if your cold- and 
warm-air ducts are large enough 

A good furnace will burn out quickly 
if air flow is restricted. Partially covering 
the cold-air ducts with a rug or other 
furnishings will cut down the air flow 
The result is the same as when the duct 
is too small 

Dust is another problem in all gravity 
warm-air heating. In such a system, a 
partial vacuum is formed around the 
lower part of the furnace and air ducts 
This vacuum draws in dust. By keeping 
all joints tight, resetting the fire pot, re- 
newing parts that are warped or cracked, 
and by generous use of asbestos paper, the 


dust problem can be solved 


A forced-air system (which is really 
just a warm-air furnace with a fan and 
filter) will deliver clean air to heated 
rooms. However, the filters should be 
cleaned and replaced regularly. 

If you have any kind of a warm-air 
furnace, it’s a good idea to call in the 
modern “chimney sweep” before cold 
weather sets in. Many coal dealers pro- 
vide this service. The service includes 
cleaning the furnace, smoke pipe, chim- 
ney flue, and cold- and warm-air ducts 

If you have a stoker, the serviceman 
will clean and paint it on the inside, 
check the auger and other parts, and 
paint the furnace front. When the clean- 
ing job is done, the furnace should be 
checked for cracks and defective joints 
Resetting the parts of a warm-air furnace 
in new cement may be advisable. Your 
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serviceman will know the parts needed. 

To avoid a lot of rust where hot water 
or steam heat is used, leave the water in 
the boiler during the summer. In steam 
systems where water is added, a sludge 
may accumulate. If this happens, drain 
and flush the boiler. In hot-water sys- 
tems practically no water is added, so it 
usually isn’t necessary to flush the boiler. 


‘Baws are two types of hot-water sys- 
tems, by the way. And you had better 
know how to take care of whichever type 
you may have. The open type has an 
open expansion tank in the attic with an 
overflow pipe to the drain 

When the system is full of water and a 
fire is started, the excess water due to ex- 
pansion flows out of the tank. Check the 
overflow pipe to make sure it is open so 
the excess water can escape. 

The closed system is equipped with a 
small compression tank near the boiler, 
filled with 24 water and }4 air. As the 
temperature of the water rises on heating, 
the excess water expands into this tank 
and compresses the air 

You may have trouble with the open 
system unless you insulate the attic and 
the tank. During extremely cold weather, 
the unprotected tank will freeze and 
damage the boiler 

In the closed system the air absorbs 
water in the pressure tank and becomes 
saturated. When this happens, there is 
no room for the water to expand when 
heated. This tank should be checked and 
the air replenished. If properly installed, 
the pressure tank can be drained without 
draining the entire system. A relief valve 
should be located between the boiler and 
the pressure tank to insure protection at 
all times. 

There are certain features that need 
attention no matter what heating system 
you use 

Ihe chimney is an important part of 
your heating system. To be safe and pro- 
duce enough draft or “draw,” the chim- 
ney must be airtight and big enough 
The mortar between the bricks in old, 
unlined chimneys may be soft and crum- 
bly, causing cracks. These small cracks 
are fire hazards. Check for cracks by 
stopping up the top of the chimney with 
wet sacks and heavy paper. Build a 
smudge fire in the furnace, forming a 
dense smoke. Make sure Junior doesn’t 
open the registers while you are checking 
the chimney or you'll smoke evervon« 
out of the house. If the smoke leaks out 
through cracks in the chimney, you had 
better repair it. A cleanout or ashpit 
door below where the smoke pipe enters 
the furnace will simplify the job of clean- 
ing and repairing the chimney.

The chimney can be cleaned by using 
a strong bag filled with straw, or with old 
gunny sacks. The bag should be large 
enough to fit snugly in the chimney. Use 
a rope to pull the bag up and down in- 
side the chimney. This knocks loose the 
accumulated soot and ash. 

After cleaning the inside of the chim- 
ney, wet it down with a garden hose 
rhen pull the bag through the chimney 
to the bottom. Prepare a fairly wet mor- 
tar of 2! parts sand, 1 part cement, and 
10 percent hydrated lime. Pour it into 
the chimney with the bag “plugging” 
the bottom. Pour more mortar in as the 
bag is slowly pulled up. Then pull the 
bag up and down to work the mortar into 
the cracks between the bricks

If the chimney is in very bad condition, 
it should be torn down, rebuilt, and lined 
with a flue liner. This is a big job and re- 
quires an expert workman 

Due to excessive moisture in the base- 
ment, smoke pipes often rust out during 
the summer months. To prevent rusting, 
take the pipe down, clean, and store it in 
a dry place during the summer months 
After cleaning and installing the pipe 
again in the fall, cover the joints with 
asbestos paper. Don’t practice false 
economy by using a badly rusted flue. 


Phe grate and fire pot in hand-fired 
furnaces and boilers should be checked 
every year before use. Grates will give 
you little trouble if they are kept clean, 
free from clinkers, and the ashes are re- 
moved daily It’s only when you permit 
ashes to accumulate in the ashpit that 
grates warp and burn out. 

\utomatic temperature controls and 
an automatic stoker will give you a more 
even temperature in your house. They 
also reduce fire hazard and you get the 
maximum heat from the fuel burned. 

Phe labor in operating a heating plant 
is almost eliminated by using a stoker or 
oil burner. However, such equipment in- 
troduces additional problems requiring 
the attention of a trained mechanic. It's 
a good idea to have a serviceman from 
the dealer who sells your particular 
stoker model inspect, clean, adjust, and 
lubricate the equipment 

If the stoker has been used for 5 or 6 
years, have the fire pot and coal auger 
checked. If the coal auger is badly worn, 
it can be repaired by cutting off about a 
foot and welding on a new piece. It’s 
better to install a new auger if you can 

Some stoker fire pots are built in small 
sections. If damaged, the fire pot can be 
removed from the furnace, dismantled, 
cleaned, and new parts put in 

A reputable dei oe who has a qualified 
serviceman will check and replace worn 
or broken parts of a stoker or oil burner 
at a small cost if you call him in before

the trouble gets too bad. Check the con- 
dition of the belt and see that there is 
plenty of oil in the stoker gear box. Check 
the motor occasionally The moving 
parts and contact points may need clean- 
ing. Some motors have brushes which 
wear and may have to be replaced 

Like stokers, oil burners need the oc- 
casional attention of a serviceman. The 
dealer who made the installation is a 
good man to call. The proper adjustment 
of the oil feed rate and air supply will in- 
sure a flame without smoke, soot, odors 

Thermostats and automatic controls 
usually give little or no trouble. When 
troubl = does occur, get a serviceman who 
knows the equipment to make the repairs 
Don’t trust a “tinkerer.” 

Finally, lay in your fuel supply now 
before cold weather arrives. A full fuel 
bin and a good heating system are prob- 
ably the most important factors for a 
pleasant winter on the farm. END

However, if conditions on your farm 
make late planting, early harvest—or 
both—necessary, you can only afford to 
consider the earliest hybrids developed 
for your area. One of the chief advan- 
tages of modern hybrid corn over the 
corn we used a generation ago is that it 
affords a much wider range of special- 
purpose strains to fit into the varying 
patterns of farm management. Be sure 
you take full advantage of them. 


Step 3. Know how you'll use your 
corn, 


Whether you market your corn or con- 
vert it into meat, milk, or eggs is another 
important factor in choosing the hybrids 
you will use. Often, farmers in the cash- 
corn or market-corn areas plant hybrids 
that will mature as early as possible so 
they will be in a position to take advan- 
tage of the better cash corn prices which 
often prevail until the corn harvest gets 
under way. 

Even the farmers who feed their crop 
on their own farms need to consider what 
type of livestock is to be fed when they 
select their hybrids. Poultry farmers have 
found that chickens do best when fed corn 
of top quality, hence poultry farmers 
usually prefer medium to early hybrids 
that will offer the greatest chance to har- 
vest corn which is fully matured and 
well dried 

Hogs, while more tolerant than poul- 
try, usually eat the better-quality corn 
first when offered a choice. Hog farmers, 
as a result, can use medium- to full- 
season hybrids to a better advantage 

Cattle usually fail to show much inter- 
est in the kind of corn they consume. 
There are instances of cattle making 
splendid gains on black, smelly corn 
harvested after it had been under fall and 
winter flood waters for months. So with 
cattle farmers, high yield is apt to be 
more important than getting the highest 
quality. Hence they can afford to plant 
the longest-season hybrids even if an un- 
expected early frost should catch their 
crop a little off base. 


Step 4. Know the hybrids of every 
company serving your area. 


You need to know something of the 
hybrids offered by every sced-producing 
organization serving your community. 
First thing to do in talking with a seed 
corn dealer is to acquaint him with your 
type of soil, when you wish to plant and 
harvest, and how your corn crop will be 
used. After you have done that you are 
entitled to ask him three questions which 
should enable you to determine whether 
the hybrids of any particular company 
are of interest to you 

First, ask your seed corn salesman why 
he recommende the particular hybrids he 
does for your farm. Listen to his reasons 
with close attention because they will tell 
you whether the man is able to size up 
your needs and is capable of giving you 
the advice and service you need. Just as 
in buying a tractor or a truck, the service 
your seed corn dealer is able and willing 
to give is of the greatest importance. 
Many good seed cérn salesmen are able 
to give you valuable information, not 
only on the hybrids you need, but on 
planting, fertilizing, harvesting, and 
other corn-farming practices. 
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Second, ask your seed corn dealer if he 
is sure the hybrids he recommends have 
enough of all the characteristics which 
add up to high yields of high-quality 
corn. Pin him down particularly on the 
characteristics which are especially im- 
portant to you, or the ones that have 
been of special concern to you. If you Cc rt A ivi Pj © me 
haven’t been satisfied with early growth 
and capacity to give good field stands, if 
your corn hasn’t stood up as well as you 
would like, or if your corn hasn’t come SPARK 
through dry weather as well as you feel 
it should, then be sure to pin your hybrid 
seed salesman down on these points.

some suggestions for new hybrids that 
sound interesting. Plant them in limited 
quantity. There is extra work in making 
this kind of test, but vou are justified in 
doing it because performance records 
made on your own farm are much more 
important and revealing than all other 
performance records combined, made

Be sure to mark the place where new 
hybrids are beir y grown, so you can 
check general performance—and the 
vield—accurately.

In such cases the physician 
may advise an operation, even if symp- 
toms are mild, because it’s possible the 
next attack may be severe and you may 
not be able to get medical care quickly 


iF you have abdominal pain and nau- 
sea, you may also be constipated or have 
diarrhea. But avoid taking a laxative or 
enema. Either may cause the appendix to 
burst and spread the infection into the 
abdominal cavity. The generalized ab- 
dominal infection which may follow is 
the gravest danger of acute appendicitis 

While awaiting the doctor’s arrival, 
avoid physical exercise.

cropland had been practically abandoned 
because of poor productivity 


crop-share cash lease. In fact, 


One of the requirements of the Iowa 
State College Foundation has been that 
the farms must be operated on their own 
resources. The big objective has been to 
show what effective management can do 
to increase the earning power of the 
farm, without pouring money into it as is 
often done on a rich man’s hobby farm 

When the Foundation took over on 
this farm, operations were not changed 
overnight. But the many practices 
adopted and the improvement in or- 
ganization in the 10 vears the Foundation 
has managed the farm have put new life 
into the old place. This shows up in in- 
creased profits. The combined net profit 
of landlord and tenant in 1938 was 
$490. In 1947 it was $7,059. Sure, the 
prices received for farm products trebled 
in those 10 years; but the farm's profit 
increased more than 14 times that of the 
first vear. Here’s the story 


rl 
;, sol. The first thing we did to build 
up the soil was to make a complete “‘in- 
ventory” of possibilities of the soil. On 
this 160-acre farm the soil contained con- 
siderable clay. The surface layer was 
quite shallow, badly eroded, and low in 
organic matter and lime. There were 
about 40 acres of fairly level cropland 
less than 2 percent slope. The rest of the 
farm varied from 2 to 25 percent slope 

The tight subsoil and lack of humus 
called for more grass and deep-rooted 
legumes. As rapidly as farm income be- 
came available, we applied lime to the 
cropland at the rate of 2 tons per acre, 
one field at a time. Then it was seeded 
down to a mixture of alfalfa, red clover, 
alsike clover, and tumothy. A 4-year crop 
rotation of corn-oats-meadow-meadow 
was used. After a litth more income was 
realized, we applied 200 pounds pet acre ol 
0-20-0 superphosphate to the new seedings 
A.A.A. payments also helped out 

The permanent pastures were seeded 
to lespedeza and alsike clover until we 
could get the fields limed, a little each 
vear After liming, the pastures were 
disced and seeded to sweet cl ver 

Che “permanent” pastures were then 
plowed on contour and put into a 4-year 
rotation of corn-oats-alfalfa mixture (2 
years). Of course, some pasture areas 
were too steep to plow. This made it 
necessary to use temporary electric fences 
in pasture management 

By this time we had accumulated 
enough livestock so that each field was 
covered with manure once in a rotation 
Ihe soil was improved and crop yields 
rapidly increased. At the same time 


Crossbred hogs have given more pigs 
sold per litter. Crossbreeding helps to 
get hogs to market in 6 weeks’ less time 
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erosion decreased greatly. The contour 
strips on the hills held the rainfall more 
effectively. Grassed waterways ; were 
maintained where we formerly had active 
ditches. 

We are finding now, as the soil gets 
better and the tenant learns more about 
contouring, that we can safely increase 
the acreage of our high-profit grain « rop. 
On the “better” land we are now shifting 
to a 6-year rotation of corn-oats (seeded 
to sweet clover and plowed the following 
spring)-corn-oats-alfalfa mixture for 2 
years. Usually the alfalfa mixture is 
pastured one year, and we are shifting 
from timothy to bromegrass in the seed- 
ing mixture. 


ies the high-income years of 1946 
and 1947 we covered practically the 
whole farm with rock phosphate at the 
rate of 1,000 pounds per acre. We are also 
continuing to use some superphosphate 
for the special benefit of our nonlegume 
crops in the rotation 

The lease. One of the most important 
things that happened in the reorganiza- 
tion of this farm was the development of 
an effective landlord-tenaut working re- 
lationship. That was first accomplished 
when Bill Lorton moved to the farm in 
1943. The lease was changed from a crop- 
share to a livestock-share agreement 
Under this plan the livestock is all owned 
jointly and the gross sales of all livestock 
and crops are divided equally 

At the beginning of the lease, Bill prom- 
ised that “if the Foundation will use 
their income to bujld up this farm, I'll 
match it with my labor. Between the two 
It was in 
this spirit that we each went to work. Bill 
pitched in, dynamited old stumps out of 
the pastures, filled in ditches, built

temporary fences, constructed terraces, 
and farmed irregular-shaped fields on 
the contour 

As he took on these extra jobs the 
terms of the lease were modified so that 
Bill would always feel it was worth his 
while to stay there and keep on plugging 
We ended up by the landlord paying for 
all of the grass seed, all of the phosphate 
used on the new seeding, ail of the lime, 
and one-half of the hired labor (about 
two months each vear). The landlord 
also provided the manure spreader and 
the milking machine. 


ry 
The livestock program. Some of the 
biggest changes on the farm were made 
in the livestock program. When the farm 
was deeded to the Foundation, livestock 
on the place amounted to only 3 milk 
cows, 3 calves, 43 hens, 2 sows, 8 ewes, 
and 3 horses. That certainly wasn’t much 
livestock for a farm of 160 acres 

At the start, it was apparent that the 
farm should have some kind of cattle to 
prov ide a profitable market for the 
legumes and grass produced there. The 
choice was an easy one because Bill knew 
dairying and liked to work with milk 
cows. Gradually, we assembled a herd of 
16 Jersey and Guernsey cows, and that’s 
the number being milked on the farm 
today 

Spring and fall litters are raised from 8 
to 10 brood sows. The tenant has been 
raising 8 and 9 pigs per litter. The 3-way 
system of hog breeding is used with a 
rotation around the three breeds 
Poland China, Landrace, and Duroc 

The poultry equipment has been 
modernized to take care of 175 hens

That’s the way we went about the re- 
construction of the Bates farm in south- 
east lowa. A measure of what was done is 
the gross incomes from the farm before 
the changes were put into effect com- 
pared to a later year, in this case 1947 


Roesuits The following table shows to 
what extent income has increased on the 
farm in proportion to our price incline 
It also indicates the relative importance 
of each project in the financial results 

In making this comparison, it is well 
to keep in mind that prices received by 
farmers in 1947 were about 3 times as 
high as they were in 1939

That’s the picture of the change in 
productivity of the farm. In the mean- 
time, Bill Lorton’s story resembles the 
experience of many other successful 
tenants. By the spring of 1948, the Lorton 
family had assembled sufficient finances, 
equipment, livestock know-how, and self- 
confidence to rent another larger and 
still better farm (240 acres). He had out- 
grown the place where he first got his 
start in farming. When the Lortons 
moved to their new farm, Carroll Huff 
came on the Bates Foundation farm and 
took up the work where Bill left off 

In summary, it would seem that our 
experience with the rebuilding and opera- 
tion of the Bates farm would indicate three 
main points farmers should consider if 
they undertake a similar project. 

1. If you buy a run-down farm, 
don’t expect it to make a profit right 
at the start. It takes an investment 
in money, time, and hard work to 
build it up. 

2. It is important to set up a live- 
stock program that not only fits the 
farm, but the family on it as well. 

%. Plan a soil-management pro- 
gram that will increase yields, and 
at the same time shift to high-profit 
crops and away from low-yielding 
permanent pastures, END

prices for foodstuffs at the grocery store. 

This series was seen mostly in the big 
cities where Brannan is counting on left- 
wing labor support for his farm plan, 
both in the congressional elections and 
later on in Congress. 

It wasn’t mentioned that organized 
agriculture thinks the potato program is 
pretty awful, too, and most of the political 
efforts of the past few years have been 
directed at not repeating it. The Farm 
Bureau got in bad politically by being 
too reasonable in its 60-90 percent of 
parity formula tied up with acreage con- 
trol measures. 


Country editors-country doctors. 
A real fuss has been stirred up in Wash- 
ington by a little deal cooked up by the 
Medical Association in Minnesota. The 
country editors got together with the 
doctors and said, sure, we’re glad to tell 
the story of private vs. socialized medi- 
cine, but how about a little more cooper- 
ation in helping us with our problems 

As it worked out, the Medical Associa- 
tion decided it would not be unethical 
for the doctors to be a little more gener- 
ous in their advertising in the country 
papers. Previously, the doctors have been 
asked by the Medical Association to 
avoid quack practices and keep their ads 
down to the simple announcement that 
they are doctors. 

When this word got to Washington, 
the committee for the nation’s health 
took it up. This committee is fighting for 
the socialized-medicine proposals in Con- 
gress. The committee claimed it was a 
case of plain “‘bribery,”’ and if the doctors 
got away with it in Minnesota, they could 
get away with “buying up” the country 
papers in every state. 

The editors said this was just nonsense; 
they would print what they thought was 
right, ads or no ads. But if the corner 
grocer and the implement dealer could 
afford to advertise, why not the doctors 
who manage to do pretty well finan- 
cially themselves? 


Foreign aid slowdown. It looks as if 
the urge to spend huge sums to help 
Europe is rapidly dwindling in Washing- 
ton. Congress in its closing weeks bucked 
the Marshall Plan and military-assistance 
appropriations pretty hard. 

Some congressmen are predicting an 
effort next year to cut foreign aid by 25 
percent. This means something to farmers. 
While it’s true farm exports have been 
falling off, they are still a very important 
factor. 

A drop in foreign exports on top of the 
general declining market might not be so 
good. Congressmen know this. Next year 
is an election year. And it is predicted 
that there will be a real fight to hold at a 
high level appropriations for farm prod- 
ucts to be shipped abroad. 

Apparently congressmen have heard 
from home on the foreign-aid issue. 


Good news. Don’t worry about this 
country not being able to produce 
enough, as some of the scholars claim. 
Dr. Harold G. Moulton, president of the 
Brookings Institution, says in an exhaus- 
tive survey that America can double its 
population in the next hundred years 
and still make eight times as good a living 
for its people. Sounds hopeful. END 
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Sam’s ingenuity saves him valuable 
time around the farm. And his 
Mutual Life Insured Income pro- 
gram will save his family from a 
bad time if he dies too soon.

Fit for erade-A dairying

When Henry Wiersema, Morrison, IIli- 
nois, bought his farm, the barn wasn’t a 
“tit” place to keep his dairy herd. In fact, 
Henry says, ““You could have thrown a 
cat through the cracks in the walls.” 

Instead of tearing down the old barn, 
a new addition was added, and it takes 
care of the entire dairy operation. The 
old barn was due for some fixing up, too, 
because Henrv wanted to use it for calves 
and as a cattle shed 

The 36’x60’ addition was built onto 
the west side of the old barn. A new milk- 
house was also built onto the new addi- 
tion. Tne addition is fullv insulated with 
4” of fill insulation above an insulation- 
board ceiling. The new wing is kept cool 
in summer and warm in winter by 
forced ventilation system. Fresh-air 
takes are located on each side of the new 
addition, and ceiling outlets take care of 
the foul air. The temperature of the barn 
is kept at about 58 degrees bv thermostat 
cor trol

rhe walls of the addition are 6-inch 
pine flooring. To make it easier to keep 


the walls clean, a coat of shellac and two 


coats of varnish were applied. The shellac 
and varnish protect the walls from mois- 
ture, too. Double windows were used to 
insure weather-tightness, and fluorescent 
lights were installed 

Che 14’x14’ milkhouse is separated 
from the dairv section bv two doors 
which lead into a vestibule. This helps 
Henry meet the grade-A milk require- 
ments in his community. The milkhouse 
s furnished with the latest laborsaving 
equipment. The windows are glass blocks 

Che new addition makes the handling 
of his 21 cows a pleasure instead of a 
chore, according to Mr. Wiersema. And 
he still has his old barn for calves and 
feeding cattle 


As we said before, Henry wanted to 
use the old barn for calves and feeder 
cattle. Three pens were built for use as 
maternity pens or calf pens. A feedroom 
was also built in one corner of the old 
barn. Hay is stored from the ground up 
in the middle section of the barn, and is 
thrown into bunks in the cattle shed. A 
bull pen was built next to the feedroom

I expect to get my investment back in 
a short time from increased production 
and grade-.\ milk. Almost as important 
to me, however, is the ease with which I 
can take / care of my dairy herd,” 
said Mr. Wiersema. END

They played 


while they learned 


Wi 
hen you were a teen-aged farm boy, 


could you name the ditferent kinds of 
weeds growing in the fields and pastures 
on your father’s farm? Did vou know the 
different soil types in vour locality? Did 
the terms “organic matter,’ “humus,” 
and “erosion” mean anything to you? 
Were vou aware that birds—including 
owls and the so-called “chicken hawk’’— 
were of value to farmers? 

hat’s a terrific list of questions, but 
the average 4-H Club member up in Fill- 
more County, Minnesota, can answer 
most of them. That is, he can answer 
them correctly if he took part in the 
unique Conservation Round-Ups held 
last summer in four different sections of 
the county. The Round-Ups were the 
first of their kind ever organized for 
+-H’ers and drew large crowds of young- 
sters and adults 


Phen for the Round-Ups started when 
members from the Fillmore County Fed- 
erauon of Conservation Clubs and the 
two county soil-conservation districts got 
together with County Agent Milton 
Hoberg and formed a committee. The 
group wanted farm youngsters to learn 
the value of soil and wildlife conservation, 
and they wanted to make the job of edu- 
cation effective and attractive to the boys 
and girls 
“We finally hit on the idea of the 
Round-Ups,” explained Mr. Hoberg 
“We planned them to include scavenger 
hunts, movies, nature hikes with the 
local game warden in charge, and demon- 
strations of soil profiles—ending with 
wiener roasts, singing and games around 
a campfire.” 
That did the trick. The first meeting 
held at Riceford Creek drew more than 
50 4-H members, leaders, and parents 
i one was held at a 
famed Mystery 
attracted even 


avenger hunts, the 4-H’ers 
y num rder to find out which 
roup they were to follow. Theneach group 
objects on its list: a toadstool, 
gooseberry, a “fruit which is red 
when it is green,”’ mustard flower, humus, 
wild grape, flower of a Canada thistle, 
box elder leaf, willow leaf, and other 
plants and insects. Guides went along 
with each group to help identify un- 
known plants 
It was a tossup whether the children 
or adults learned the most after this 
hunt,”’ smiles Mr. Hoberg. “Some of the 
oldsters admitted they didn’t know the 
names of common weeds they had seen 
in their pastures for years.” 

Following the scavenger hunt, a soil- 
conservation service technician gave a 
10-minute talk showing the different soil 
tvpes in Fillmore County. The S.C.S 
expert prepared soil profiles and an- 
swered numerous questions at the end of 
his short talks 
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Then Game Warden Calton Mock of 
Preston told the youngsters and adults of 
the role that birds play in eliminating 
insects. He suggested that the 4-H Clubs 
help out wildlife by planting evergreens 
wherever possible and by piling up brush 
im pastures to give birds and small ani- 
mals a place to rest. Movies showing the 
benefits from a planned program of wild- 
life and soil conservation followed the 
group mecting 

Each Round-Up ended with plenty of 
good food, laughter, and singing. It was 
a program everyone liked 

“The sponsoring organizations felt 
that farm youngsters needed an incentive 
to learn more about wildlife and soil 
conservation,” Mr. Hoberg explains. The 
Round-Ups proved to be the solution; 
they were first-class entertainment as well 
as an excellent teaching method. ““We’re 
all set to organize them again next sum- 
mer.” —Harold Severson. 





How busy 


is a bee? 


™ 
Yedw too busy to follow a few bees 
around for a week. But someone else has 

and there’s proof that the idea was 
more practical than you might at first 
think 

Sardar Singh, of Cornell University, 
presents detailed evidence—based on two 
years of research—that fruit-growers and 
beemen will have to change their ways of 
doing business if they want to get the 
most help from the honeybee. Plant 
pollinizer and mother varieties of crops 
should be planted next to each other, for 
one thing. His information on the be- 
havior of honeybees will help fruit-grow- 
ers solve some of their problems in cross- 
pollinating self-unfruitful varieues 

Singh found bees work the same plot 
consistently, and only a small area. More- 
over, they gather either nectar or pollen 
exclusively over the period of time when 
the product is available. One bee gath- 
ered pollen in the forenoon, nectar in the 
ai rneon 


A bee tends to favor one crop, even 
though other plants may be blooming 
nearby. Bees working on buckwheat, for 
example, ignored the goldenrod along- 
side. One of the bees returned to the 
territory she had selected, even when 
gusts of wind blew her into other portions 
of the field where the same kind of plant 
was blooming. Some bees spent almost 
their entire lives in the same patch. When 
one crop is no longer profitable, however, 
the bees will shift to another that pays 
better dividends 

Now you may wonder how Singh kept 
these bees “‘under observation.” Here’s 
the answer: He caught the bees in a 
piece of cheesecloth, held them against a 
book, and marked them with multi- 
colored, fast-drying paints or bright- 
colored powder Then the bees were set 
free 50 yards away. He made every at- 
tempt to get as complete a record as 
possible ol the course taken by Cat h bee 
during her foraging visits to each crop 
Singh used graph paper to record the 
visits each bee made to individual flowers 
on each trip.—W. B. Ward.

Dieffenbachia 


Dieffenbachia’s broad, green leaves, 
so dramatically splashed with white, 
will easily become the center of inter- 
est in your home. Like the other 
plants shown here, Dieffenbachia is 
ideal for home decoration because it 
doesn’t need bright sunlight and can 
be grown in any well-lighted room. It 
grows well at room temperatures, too, 
butneeds ample water and a sandy soil. 

lo flatter the handsome plant, an 
ordinary salad-oil can was slipped 
into a simple wooden box. A contain- 
er of this type can easily be made by 
any woodwork hobbyist. 


Birdsmest fern has long, graceful 
fronds (each about 5 to 7 inches long) 
of a glossy, light green, growing from 
a brown center called the “bird’s 
nest.’’ For the best effect, set the plant 
on a low table, or even on the floor, so 
it may be looked into. These plants 
should not be repotted often. They 
grow best in a good garden soil. After 
the fern’s roots fill the pot, apply some 
fertilizer. Spray the plant often with 
water, for it likes a higher humidity 
than most house plants 

The container shown here is again 
a homemade wooden one, utilizing an 
ordinary tin can for a liner 


Aspidistra is often called “iron 
plant” because it will thrive under 
almost any condition. Its graceful, 
shiny leaves grow abundantly from 
the soil level, making it possible to 
snip them for flower arrangements 
Grow it in the sun-——or away from it. 
It will withstand heat, dry atmos- 
phere, and even careless watering, but 
do give it a good garden soil 

Ihe container shown here, as 
above, was turned from a piece of 
oak, then bleached and shellacked 


Sitk-eak (Grevillea robusta) is a tall, 
dainty-leafed plant with a graceful 
way of living. The plant is not a com- 
mon one, but does well under normal, 
home conditions.

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A new way to build 


storage bin foundations 


You can be sure, now, that bins won’t 


be damaged by weight or by the weather 


By Hans Dickinson 


= Midwest farmers have purchased 
steel grain storage bins from the govern- 
ment, or from private companies. They 
may be having trouble in getting these 
bins to stay where they want them 

Heavy rains and high winds sometimes 
cause damage to the bins. In some cases, 
bins have been so twisted out of shape by 
wind, that repairing them would have 
cost more than it was worth 

4 satisfactory method of anchoring 
grain storage bins was worked out in the 
summer of 1946. That was when the 
A.A.A. moved many of their storage bins 
to new foundations 

Here are the recommendations: Be- 
fore you actually begin building a bin 
foundation, consider the factors in- 
volved. Your grain storage bin should be 
placed where it will be the handiest for 
you. Pick a spot for the bin that will leave 
plenty of room for you to use an elevator, 
or to come in close with a wagon or 


The two-course, cement-block foundation is 
sturdy. The wires around each ring of block 
hold the foundation just where you want it 


Circling the top of the post with wire that 
goes around bin prevents twisting, sliding 
Eyebolts in frame of door take up the slack 


truck. Also, be sure you select a spot that is 
nearly level so your bin won’t twist out of 
shape when it settles on the foundation. 
The first step in the real building of a 
foundation is choosing materials. The 
new-type foundation calls for the use of 
cement blocks. But instead of the old 
method of using only a single ring of hol- 
low tile, the new-type foundation consists 
ol two rings ol cement bloc ks, one on top 

of the other 
The diameter of the bottom of your 
grain bin will determine the size of the 
ring. The diameter of your ring of ce- 
ment blocks should be at least 2” larger 
than the diameter of the bin to prevent 
the bin from overlapping the foundation, 
After you have found the size of the 
foundation, begin to lay the blocks. The 
easiest method of keeping the ring of 
blocks perfectly round is to drive a stake 
where the center of the bin will be. Then, 
{ Turn to page 120 


Note angle iron in picture at left, bolted 
to bin. Wire around post above and through 
angle iron keeps the bin on the foundation

drill a hole in a 2x4, and slip it over the 
stake. The 2x4 should be at least 6” 
longer than the distance from the center 
stake to the outside edge of the founda- 
tion ring. 

Notch the 2x4 at the exact spot of the 
outside edge of your ring. Lay the first 
block so the outside edge is even with the 
notch. Use an ordinary carpenter’s level 
to level the block. You may have to do a 
litle digging! As vou lay the second 
block, use the level again, and get it 
perfectly even with the first block. Do 
this for each block 

Be sure the inside corners of the blocks 
fit snugly together. Otherwise, rats and 
mice will give you trouble later. 

After you have completed the first ring 
of the foundation, fill the ring with 
gravel. Be careful not to push the blocks 
out of place when the gravel is dumped 
After the ring is filled with gravel, circle 
it with No. 9 wire. Draw the wire as tight- 
ly as possible. Then twist. After the wire is 
in place, walk around the inside of the 
ring and tramp down the gravel next to 
the blocks. This will tighten the wire 
further so it will stay in place. 


RD cetits the second ring of blocks on 
top of the first is simple. Lay the first 
block so that its center lies directly over 
the point where the two blocks below it 
meet. Complete the top ring, and fill it 
with gravel. Repeat the wiring process 

Don’t level the gravel even with top of 
the second ring but build up the center, 
so that it is about 6” higher than the ring 
of blocks. This insures you against having 
your bin sag in the middle, pulling the 
outside edges in toward the center 

After the bin is in place on the founda- 
tion, check it to see if it has anchor irons 
If not, take four, 8’ pieces of angle iron, 
and bolt them to the bin about 4” up 
from the bottom, and at equal distance 
from each other around the bin. They 
run at right angles to the base, of course 
Bore a '" hole in the center of the angle 
iron that sticks outward from the bin 

Ihe next step is setting anchor posts 
Six-foot, creosoted posts are good. Other 
treated posts also are good. On the large 
end of the post, nail 2 crosspieces. Best 
for CrOSSP1ie¢ es are 2x6 boards, long 
Spike the first crosspiece 8” from the 
bottom of the post. The second cross- 
piece should be 8” above the first. 

Now dig holes beneath each of the 4 
anchor irons. The holes should be rec- 
tangular in shape to make them easier to 
dig. Dig the holes about 414’ deep, and 
place anchor posts in the holes with cross- 


pieces facing out, away from bin.

To keep the bin from sliding on the 
foundation, roll a length of No. 9 wire 
around the bin. Leave plenty of slack in 
the wire. Next bore one hole in each o 
the irons sticking out from each side of 


door. Bore these holes about 1'6 above 
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the bottom of the bin. Put an evebolt in 
one of the holes so that the nut is to the 
inside of the door. Twist one end of the 
of the wire through the eye of bolt. Pull 
the wire tight as you walk around the bin 
until you come to the first anchor post 
Wrap one turn of the wire around the 
post about 6” from the top, and pull it 
tight with a claw hammer. Do this at 
each of the anchor posts 

When you have completed the circuit 
of the bin, wrapping the wire around 
each post and pulling it as tight as possi- 
ble, twist it througn the eve of the second 
bolt. Before you twist the wire, be sure 
it’s long enough so that the bolt reaches 
through the hole in the door iron. Leave 
it just long enough so you can get the nut 
started on the bolt. Start turning the 
nuts to take up the slack in the wire. 

Turn each of the nuts alternately so 
that the slack in the wire is taken up 
evenly. Then cut the bolts off next to the 
nut and hammer down the ends 

You now have a foundation that will 
support your bin no matter how full you 
may fill it. You also have your bin an- 
chored in such a manner that it will not 
slide on the foundation. And you have a 
long-lasting grain-storage bin. END

floor. In the shop, a concrete floor 4” 
thick can be laid over 6” of gravel. 

Iwo framing plans are available for 
this machine shed. The special, low- 
cost plan has a row of poles down the 
center of the building to support the roof 
at the ridge. This particular design is 30’ 
wide; made possible by providing a 
flatter pit h to the roof. The other fram- 
ing plan has a roof truss to take the place 
of the center row of poles. The roof- 
truss building is 26’ wide because a 
steeper roof pitch is required for truss 
construction. The truss inereases the cost 
of the building, but it will eliminate the 
row of center poles You get both plans 
and the list of materials when you send in 
your order for plan No. 495810.

The list of materials needed to build 
this machine shed is adjusted for either 
tvpe of roof construction. Both roofs re- 
quire 2”x6” rafters, placed 24” on cen- 
ter, and 16’ long. The machine shed is 
116’ long, but if you want a smaller 
building, or if different door widths are 
required, you can adjust the plan 

Doors may be provided as shown on 
the plans, but they can be left off en- 
tirely if you wish. Incidentally, we pur- 
posely made those doors 14’ high for 
easy entry with any mac hine You can 
leave the siding off the backside and 
both ends of the shed if you want to cut 
the cost of construction still more. Such 
an open-wall shed won't keep out blow- 
ing snow, but it will give overhead pro- 
tecuion for your machinery. If you do 
leave the siding off, but want to winter- 
ize the building, put a row of hay or 
straw bales around the sides and ends 
Siding and doors can be put on later.

Get pullets off 


toa good start 


Profitable flocks usually lay about 20 
percent of their total yearly eggs during 
October, November, and December. 
Studies prove it. They produce about 1 
dozen eggs for each 7 pounds of feed con- 
sumed, have less than 12 percent yearly 
mortality, and average 175 eggs per bird 
or more. Flocks turning in such records 
seldom fail to make their owners money 

Just for an example, down in Greene 
County, Missouri, laying flocks last year 
returned more income above feed cost 
per animal unit than dairy cattle. Rec- 
ords kept on 58 farm flocks were com- 
pared with 30 herds in the Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association. The poultry 
flocks (averaging 176 eggs per hen yearly) 
earned $332 per 100 hens above feed 
cost, while the dairy herds (averaging 
335 pounds of butterfat per cow) earned 
only $262 per cow. A cow or 100 hens is 
considered an animal unit from the feed- 
consumption and production standpoint 

What can a flockowner do to make his 
fall-housed pullets profitable? Well, here 
are a few management factors that are 
worth considering. Let’s start with the 
angle of management as far as farm flocks 
are concerned 


Confined flecks lay better. For proo! 
that vou’ll make more from a confined 
flock, let’s consider an analysis of the 
Iowa demonstration record flocks figures 
compiled by W. R. Whitfield of the Iowa 
extension service. The records show that 
in comparing a number of confined flocks 
with nonconfined, the confined birds 
laid 28 eggs more per hen than those that 
were given the run of the farm. Income 
per hour for laber in the confined flocks 


Confined pullets lay more eggs, as found on 
Elroy Hueber farm, De Kalb County, Illinois 
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was $1.72, while in the nonconfined 
flocks, it was 85 cents 

It is true that confined flocks tend to 
have a higher death rate than noncon- 
fined birds. The higher mortality is usual- 
ly due to cannibalism soon after the birds 
are housed. There are ways of eliminat- 
ing trouble from cannibalism which we 
will discuss in a lower paragraph 

If you wish to turn them out for a por- 
tion of the day, you should do it in the 
late afternoon. It is best to turn them out 
on a clean, graveled yard, rather than 
give them the open range of the farm 


Supply plenty ef fleer space. You 
can’t cheat on floor space. From time to 
tume, there are reports of poultrymen 
who are able to keep one bird for each 
two square feet ol floor space in the case 
of light breeds. Such poultrymen are 
skilled operators, and they made up for 
the lack of floor space by providing ad- 
ditional attention and good feeding con- 
ditions plus large houses. 


Use a built-up Meter. In starting deep 
litter, use straw, wood shavings, sawdust, 
peanut hulls, peatmoss, or any dry, or- 
ganic-vegetable litter material that may 
be available at the lowest cost 
A thin layer of litter is spread over the 
floor, and the pullets are allowed to work 
it over. When it becomes worn, a thin 
layer of new litter is added. None is taken 
out. The litter must be started in the early 
fall for best results 
A layer 6 to 8 inches deep is allowed 
to be built up. When the litter becomes 
damp, add 1 pound of hydrated lime to

each 3 or 4 square feet of floor space 
That will help keep it in better condition 
In addition, it is a good plan to fork over 
the litter, perhaps once a week 

A deep-litter program isn’t perfect, but 
it is better than any litter method that 
has been tried by poultrymen to date 


Supply proper ventilation. The pur- 
pose of ventilating a laying house is to 
have some means of bringing in fresh air 
and exhausting stale, moisture-laden air 
There are many ways of doing this. 

Electric fan ventilation has come into 
use recently. Experimental work con- 
ducted at Cornell University has indi- 
cated that for light-breed birds it is 
necessary to move 2 cubic feet of air per 
minute per bird. For heavy breeds, such 
as Plymouth Rocks, it’s 2 
minute per bird. 

Houses in which fans are used should 
have insulated walls. Fans can be pur- 
chased at a very reasonable price. There 
are special ventilating fans manufac- 
tured for laying houses. Most utility com-

panies can give information as to the 
proper installation 

The fans exhaust the air. Special inlets 
may be built or windows can be de- 
pended upon for intakes. Fan-ventilated 
houses usually have closed fronts 


Feed a complete ration. \\ hen laying 
flock feeding is discussed, it could be pos- 
sible to get involved in a long, compli- 
cated discussion on the merits of all-mash 
feeding, mash with limited grain, and 
free-choice grain and mash. Actually, 
from the standpoint of results, the method 
of feeding is really not too important, 
provided a ration with all the necessary 
nutrients is supplied 

For the average-sized flock, the free- 
choice method of feeding (providing 
mash in open hoppers along with grain, 
which usually consists of corn and oats in 
Separate hoppers does have manv ad- 
vantages for the owner 

Where records have been kept of many 
flocks, comparing free-choice feeding 
with other methods, the free-choice meth- 
od has nearly always shown good returns 
per pound of feed consumed. And, in ad- 
dition, the free-choice method is one of 
the easiest wavs of feeding 

It is most important that the mash and 
grain be kept before the birds at all times 
It also has been observed that when this 
method of feeding is followed, pullets 
that are of a high production strain will 
usually turn in noticeably better egg pro- 
duction records 


How to control cannibalism. \{ ay! 
vou housed vour pullets without taking 
the proper precautions to control canni- 
balism. Flocks confined to the laving 
hous*, alter being on open range, often 
develop this trouble 

Usually it is discovered suddenly. The 
floc kowner goes into the laving house 
about noon. There are several fine hens 
dead with their verts picked out. Their 
laving careers are overt 

There are a lot of half-remedies one 
might try, such as turning the flock out, 
putting a tablespoonful of salt in each 
gallon of drinking water, or using a red 
salve on the feathers. Remedies of this 
kind are not reliable 
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Better attach an antipicking device to 
the nostrils of every pullet or hen in the 
flock. Or, you can borrow an electric de- 
beaker from your hatchervman or feed 
supply store and cut the upper beak of all 
pullets back about !g of the distance from 
the tip. This may interfere some with 
production, but, if the pullets are handled 
carefully, it should not upset them too 
much, 


Water is necessary. Such an obvious 
thing as supplying drinking water should 
scarcely need mentioning. An automatic, 
nonfreezing method of supplying it is de- 
sirable in larger flocks. It’s a laborsaver 
for the owner 

Perhaps the most important thing in 
supplying water is to prevent spillage 
and drippage around the fountains. A 
very simple method for a small flock 
where there is no drain in the house is to 
set the fountain on a screen over a tub. 
Waste water is caught in the tub and does 
not contaminate the litter. In addition, 
the water on such raised platforms stays 
cleaner, as litter can’t be scratched into 
it by the hens. 


Supply grit and eoystershell. Hens 
need hard, insoluble grit for grinding 
their feed. For instance, experiments 
conducted at the Ohio Experiment Sta- 
tion show that the use of hard grit pro- 
duced about 10 percent more eggs on 
about 7 percent less feed. 

Every egg is sealed in a calcium shell. 
A portion of the calcium does come from 
the regular mash and grain ration, but 
the needs for calcium are so great for the 
heavy producer that it must be supplied 
in the form of oystershell or feeding lime- 
stone, and this must be before the birds 
at all times 


Lights stimulate fall preduction. 
Lights can be used to increase fall pro- 
duction when egg prices are highest. In 
fact, unless they are used for this purpose, 
there is litle point in using them any 
time in vour hen house 

lowa demonstration flockowners no- 
ticed a decided increase in production 
within four weeks after lights were used, 
according to W. R. Whitfield, lowa 
poultry extension specialist. The increase 
ranged from 10 to 30 percent. Such an in- 
crease when prices are best naturally 
helps the profit picture 

Lights must be used correctly. Not 
over a 13-hour day should be provided 
Providing the extra light in the morning 
is thought to be most desirable. However, 
with time switches equipped with special 
dimming devices, evening lights can be 
provided. This is not desirable except in 
the case of large flocks. 

All-night lights, although sometimes 
used, are not usually recommended. Re- 
cently something new in lighting laying 
tlocks was developed in eastern poultry 
raising areas, particularly New Jersey 
Small 10-watt red bulbs were placed at 
4-foot intervals and hung 18 inches above 
the perches. 

The 10-watt red bulbs are not strong 
enough to drive the birds off the perches 
And, from the experience of flockowners 
who have tried them, they apparently 
stimulate production as much as white 
lights 

Such a system requires no special dim- 
ming or switch devices. It is economical 
from a current-consuming standpoint, 
but more experience is needed before 
it can be generally recommended. END

L you’re still farming around stones, now is the time to get 
rid of them before you break machinery or spend another 
season detouring around them 

Stones are still just as heavy as they were in granddad’s 
day. And there is no new chemical spray which will make 
them evaporate. Nothing has appeared that beats the low 
wagon, or a stoneboat, for hauling the troublemakers off 
the field. Power manure loaders help hoist them on the 
wagon or sled, and new field cultivators will help you drag 
rocks out on top of the ground where you can get a good 
grip on them. 

If the boulder is embedded only a few inches in the 
ground, a rolling hitch will pull it out easily. For those more 
deeply buried, blasting with dynamite is the quickest and 
easiest method. Hiring a professional blaster is the safest for 
all concerned, but you can do the job yourself if you are 
careful. One thing to remember is to make sure you are far 
enough away at the time of the blast 
fly a long way 

Use one of these four methods of blasting—mudcapping, 
ordinary snakeholing, contact snakeholing, and blockholing. 
The drawings show how it is done. 


Mudeapping. |f boulder is on top of 
ground, lay dynamite on top, cover with 
mud. Lift slighly to get best shattering

a third that amount in recent years, the 
remainder being imported. A tariff of 
25.5 cents per pound and a guaranteed 
support price of 42.3 cents this year, with 
the prospect that it will go higher next 
year, also prevent his losing much sleep 
The mild regard for the wool side of 
the sheep industry also shows in the 
breeding program of the average farme: 
Even though he often purchases ewes 
from the West where wool receives more 
consideration, he usually secures mutton- 
type rams to mate with them. On the 
other hand, sheep raisers do not want a 
mammoth-type lamb, since the public pre- 
fers a finished animal weighing 80 to 90 
pounds before slaughter.

He believes pregnant ewes need some 
exercise daily to avoid lambing difficul- 
ties. At lambing time, he has an electric 
reflector heater he borrows from his house 
to help dry and warm the newborn lambs 

He has several different fields for his 
sheep to pasture, and shifts them after 
two weeks of summer grazing. He 
drenches his sheep twice a year to control 
stomach and nodular worms, using either 
liquid phenothiazine or bluestone and 
nicotine sulfate. And he keeps dry pheno- 
thiazine in the salt at all times except 
winter. He’s disappointed if his ewes fail 
to shear 10 pounds of wool each. 


} = William Fitzgerald of Caldwell 
County, a 150-percent lamb crop is no 
novelty. He has a 40-ewe flock and keeps 
a purebred ram. He buys yearling ewes 
from the range country and keeps them 
until they are from 5 to 7 years of age. 
He's another man who believes that, for 
the money invested, his sheep make the 
most money of any of his livestock 

Sheep have been called “roughage 
burners,’ and experiments bear this out 
Feeding tests at the Missouri station 
have shown that ewes can be carried on 
good fall pasture—wheat and, saved- 
back bluegrass—plus legume hay in foul 
weather, until near lambing time. That's 
done without feeding a pound of grain, 
and with good lambing results. Quality 
legume hay also can carry ewes through 
the fall and early winter with no grain 

It is true that if lambs are pushed for 
early market, the creep-feeding of grain 
results in faster gains and a more uniform 
bunch of lambs. Yet, even for such lambs, 
only from one-half to one bushel of corn 
per lamb is needed 

Michigan results indicate that even in 
that more northerly part of the country, 
an abundant supply of legume roughage 
without grain will meet the requirements 
of breeding ewes during most of the win- 
ter. Michigan animal husbandry men 
report that ewes which do not lamb until 
they are on pasture can be carried 
through the entire year on high-quality 
roughage without any grain supplement 


A study of production costs on 40 Indi- 
ana farms by Purdue University men 
showed that the grade flocks requiring 
the most labor were those where the 
lambing periods were extended over 
several weeks, or where flocks were very 
small. Those farms with 41 or more ewes 
per flock used only 5.3 hours labor per 
ewe annually. The study showed also 
that sheep require relatively little special 
equipment. Housing for the most part 
was in sheds, empty box stalls, and un- 
used horse stalls 

When you inquire of former sheep 
raisers why they went out of the business, 
they tell you that sheep require consider- 
able watching, that they are often the 
prey of coyotes and roving dogs, and that 
they need regular treatment to control 
parasites. Even with good care, a few 
sheep in a flock will die during a year. 

However, these men usually admit 
that the returns are good, and some are 
keeping an eye on the market with the 
thought of getting back into the business 
Encouraging to them and others is the 
belief of many economists that sheep 
profit prospects are good for the years 
immediately ahead. 

So don’t be surprised if the steady 
downward curve in sheep numbers soon 
starts climbing upward. Will the come- 
back of sheep fit your farm program? END

into beef

they were marketed. You can see the 
feediot changes that occurred in the 
animals. All steers were bought by the 
same interior lowa packing plant. Weigh- 
ing and dressing conditions were similar. 

The Choice feeder belonged to a farm- 
er who, as a rule, buys the best Good to 
Choice calves in the fall. As soon as he 
has them home, the calves are put on 
bluegrass pasture and later on stalk fields 
They are wintered over on silage, hay, 
ground ear corn, and protein supple- 
ment. When brome-alfalfa pastures are 
ready in late spring or early summer, his 
cattle are turned out on pasture. While on 
pasture, they get nearly all the grain- 
protein feed they can handle. 

As pastures get dry and hard in the 
summer, the animals naturally switch 
more to dry feed. By August, the steers, 
weighing upward of 900 pounds, are put 
in the dry lot and full-fed grain-protein 
hay for two to three months before they 
are marketed. Good to Choice calves, 
handled in this way, end up at the market 
as Choice fat steers and bring top price. 

Our Choice steer was marketed at a 
weight of 1,190 pounds. It graded U.S. 
Choice and dressed 62.12 percent with- 
out feed or water after the night before 

The good feeder was owned by a farm- 
er who generally buys this kind of steers, 
feeding them out to high Good or Choice 
grade. This steer was bought in Novem- 
ber, and weighed around 350 pounds. 

He was wintered on silage, hay, and 
a little grain, and turned on clover-tim- 
othy pasture around the first of June 
While on pasture, he was fed a ration of 
ground ear corn, oats, and protein. He 
was taken off pasture and put in the dry 
lot in October for full-feeding on corn, 
protein supplement, and hay 

This particular steer weighed 1,035 
pounds, dressed 59.23 percent, and grad- 
ed U.S. Good. If this animal had been 
carried longer and fed heavier, there is 
little question but what he would have 
sold as a Choice steer. 


r; 
The Medium feeder steer was bought 
in mid-June at a weight of around 800 
pounds. He immediately went on pasture 
during which time he was fed ground ear 
corn and some oil meal. Beginning De- 
cember 15, this animal was put in the lot 
for about 45 days of feeding on ground 
ear corn, linseed oil meal, and a little hay 

He weighed 1,220 pounds when mar- 
keted, dressed 58.31 percent, and graded 
U.S. Good 

The Common feeder steer was bought 
in January, when he weighed around 750 
pounds. He was obtained through an 
auction sale, and supposedly came from 
North Dakota. 

At the start, he was fed corn silage, 
oats straw, a small amount of ground ear 
corn, and protein supplement. Later, the 
oats straw was changed to hay, and con- 
centrates were increased. He was sold 


July 12 


The Common feeder weighed 
970 pounds when marketed, dressed 55.3 
percent, and graded U.S. Commercial 
(Medium). Many livestock men question 
whether it pays to feed anything as far 
down the line as Common cattle, at least 
for any length of time. Certainly it doesn’t 
pay to raise Common cattle more than 
one grade. 


steer 
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The Utility or Common grade slaugh- 
ter steer (page 45) came to market right 
from pasture, and not too good a pasture 
at that. As shown by the picture, an ani- 
mal in this grade lacks not only meaty 
qualities and beefy conformation, but 
also finish. This Utility steer weighed 870 
pounds when marketed and dressed 52.4 
percent. 

One thing for sure, the cheapest gains 
on cattle are made during the earlier part 
of the feeding period. As feeders get older 
and heavier, the cost of gain jumps. This 
is shown by the table on page 45. 

Note that calves require more than 
twice as much feed to make a 100-pound 
gain when they weigh 1,000 pounds as 
they do at the earlier weight of 400 
pounds. Yearlings double their feed re- 
quirements per 190 pounds gain when 
they reach a 1,000- or 1,100-pounds 
weight. The difference is even greater in 
the case of heavier 2-year-olds. 


Men who feed cattle get their feeders 
many ways. Perhaps no one method is 
always best. Some go directly to the range 
country and buy direct from ranchers. 
Some buy from dealers, or through ar- 
rangements with meat packers who pro- 
vide this service at cost. Many feeders 
place orders through terminal-market 
commission companies to which they gen- 
erally ship their livestock, or buy from 
terminal-market feeder-cattle dealers. 
Others attend feeder calf sales, or pick up 
feeders at local auctions. It is agreed the 
best buy is generally made from as near 
first hands as possible. 

Iowa State College’s farm-manage- 
ment expert and agricultural economist, 
Carl Malone, lists six reasons why Iowa 
farmers feed cattle. 

Here are the reasons: (1) In some years, 
farmers make “good” money feeding 
cattle, (2) good feeders get $1.20 to $1.70 
returns for each dollar’s worth of feeds 
fed, (3) legumes and manure improve 
farm productivity, (4) cattle and hogs fit 
together in a farm operation, (5) cattle 
feeding is a means of increasing the farm 
business volume with little additional 
labor or facilities, (6) cattle are a good 
way to market grain, hay, and pasture. 

Any one of the above factors in itself is 
a good reason why you would want to 
handle beef cattle. When you consider 
all six points, you have a mighty strong 
case for “turning feeders into beef.”

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Swap machinery 


to cut costs 


— over “exchange” or “swap” 
work are unknown between Harvey and 
Martin Dankers, two brothers who oper- 
ate adjoining farms in Minnesota. These 
two brothers pool their machinery to 
work some 320 acres in Goodhue County 
Here's how they do it 

Each man needs a tracvor of his own 
because of the large amount of field work 
to be done. Martin owns one tractor, the 
combine, side-delivery rake, and field 
cultivator. Harvey has two tractors 
grain drill, disc, 4-row corn planter, corn 
picker, corn sheller, hay loader, wind- 
row turner, swather, power sprayer, Mma- 
nure loader, grain elevators, and arc 
welder. Each man owns his own harrows, 
corn cultivators, hay mowers, and plows 

“We use a common-sense approach 
toward deciding whose fields should be 
worked first,’ Harvey Dankers explains 
“We make a quick survey and if Martin's 
oats have ripened ahead of mine, that's 
where we work first. When we're ready to 
Start seeding, the same thing holds truce 
It eliminates misunderstandings 

We find out that even though we each 
own our own equipment, a lot of times it 
works out more efhciently to use both sets 
in one field,’ Harvey added. ‘We'll some- 
umes plow the same field together, each 
of us using his own tractor and plow 

Ihe two brothers work together in 
seeding corn-planting, haying, combin- 


ing, corn-picking, and smaller jobs 


a Harvey has the larger farm, he 
hires a full-time helper to assist him with 
both field work and chores. However 
when Martin needs help in filling silo o1 
cleaning seed oats, Harvey usually comes 
over to help out. He keeps careful tally of 
the time spent at Martin’s farm. Martin 
does the same when helping at Harvey's 
farm. Four times each year they get to- 
gether to settle up their time accounts 

Should Harvey have a record of 48 
hours helping at his brother's place and 
the latter have only 36, Martin pays his 
brother for 12 hours 

We've found this is the easiest, as 
well as the fairest, way to get aiong 
Harvey Dankers comments. ““We have 
yet to have our first difficulty since we 
ado} ted this svstemati program 

A similar plan is followed when Mar- 
tin “hires” Harvey to pick his corn or 
when Harvey engages the services 
Martin and his combine. The bro 
charge each other regular custom rat 
for the use ol their equipment 

Harvey savs it is rather difficult 
him to estimate the savings made by 
erating in this manner. However, 
points out that the housing cost, the in- 
terest On investment, and the deprecia- 
tion is the same whether they use a cer- 
tain machine for 20 acres or 120 

Ihe Dankers brothers have found this 
method of exchanging work and equip- 
ment to be an effective means of cutting 
their farming costs through a lower in- 
vestment and more efficient use of ma- 
chinery. It can be applied equally well 
among neighbors.

Don’t speed with your 
combine 


Hien speed in pulling a combine runs 
up the loss of wasted grain or soybeans 
Combines with no change in machine ad- 
justment, but hauled at 4.58 miles per 
hour, lost 42.7 pounds of grain per acre 
Phe loss dropped to 17.8 pounds per acre 
when the combine was pulled at a speed 
of 2.71 miles per hour 

Speeding up the combine cylinder re- 
duces the amount of unthreshed grain, 
but the saving made is more than offset 
by increased losses at the rack and the 
shoe. Only 1.15 pounds of grain escaped 
the threshing efficiency of a cylinder 
turning at 1,729 revolutions per minute, 
but the total loss at cylinder, rack, and 
shoe was 21.47 pounds. The same com- 
bine left 2.07 pounds of grain in the straw 
when the cylinder turned at 1,246 rev- 
olutions per minute, but the over-all loss 
was only 9.14 pounds 

Separation of grain at the rack and 
the shee is made difficult by a heavy bur- 
den of straw going through a combine 
hauled at high speed, and the separation 
is equally hard if the load is lighter but 
the straw has been pulverized by a high- 
speed cylinder 

Power requirements to turn a cylinder 
1,729 revolutions per minute are 3.5 
horsepower higher than for 1,246 revolu- 
tions, so fuel and machine costs rise along 
with cylinder speeds 


Synthetic bug killers 


New. pyrethrum-like chemicals that kill 
insects have been made synthetically for 
the first time. The chemical make-up of 
the synthetic materials is almost identical 
with that of the insect-killing principle of 
pyrethrum 

This remarkable development, com- 
parable to the synthesis of rubber, is the 
result of studies during the past 15 years 
by chemist F. B. LaForge and his asso- 
ciates in the U.S.D.A.’s Bureau of Ento- 
mology and Plant Quarantine 

One of the compounds was found to be 
Six times as toxic to houseflies as the com- 
bined toxic principles of pyrethrum 
flowers. 

The discovery may be the beginning of 
a way, through chemistry, of providing 
new insecticides of wide importance 
Much must be done before enough of the 
material can be produced to appraise its 
usefulness fully 

Pyrethrum, one of the most useful in- 
secticides, is obtained by grinding the 
flower heads of a plant belonging to the 
same botanical family as chrysanthe- 
mums. Both the finely ground flowers 
known as insect powder—and oil extracts 
of the flowers are used to kill insects 

Preliminary tests with some of the new 
pyrethrum-like materials indicate they 
have the same desirable quality of quick 
knockdown as those of plant origin. The 
synthetic materials possibly will not break 
down and lose their insect-killing value as 
quickly as the natural material. More- 
over, it appears that the synthetic sprays 
will be no more toxic to higher animals 
than the plant product. END

Here’s how to 


fertilize small orain 


You’re missing profits if you are neglecting to 


fertilize your grain, or if you’re doing it wrong 


By L. B. Nelson 


An you applying fertilizers to your 
small grain? If not, it’s very likely you are 
missing out on some good profits. Here is 
what agronomists from a number of dif 
ferent states have to say of their most re- 
cent information on the how and why of 
small-grain fertilization 

Remember, as you read these reports, 
that what is good for Ohio may not be 
good for Nebraska, or vice versa. Usually 
a particular set of results applies best to 
similar soil and climatic conditions. But 
many important points brought out here 
are universal in their application to 
small-grain fertilization. Here are the 
reports by states 


Imdiana. Norman Horrall and A. | 
Ohlrogge found that, during seasons of 
little disease infestation, winter wheat 
yields could be increased as much as three 
times through adequate fertilization. In 
fact, they obtained a top yield of 52.7 
bushels per acre! Nitrogen and phos- 
phate each produced large increases in 
yield. Potash gave slight or no response 

Spring top-dressings of a portion of the 
total phosphate application did not 


prove as efficient as applying all of the 
phosphate with the seed. Deep applica- 
tions of fertilizer were not as effective as 
standard methods of application. Addi- 
tion of nitrogen fertilizer increased the 
protein content of the grain. However 
on some areas of fertile soils, nitrogen and 
phosphate actually decreased yields 
Where this happened, mildew and rust 
were bad 

Horrall and Ohlrogge believe that in 
order to produce consistently high wheat 
yields in Indiana through use of fertilizer, 
stiff-strawed, disease-resistant 
will have to be developed first. They 
recommend that 10 pounds of nitrogen 
per acre be applied in the fall and 40 
pounds in the spring. Phosphate should 
be applied in the fall

MMineis. A. L. Lang, of the Illinois Ex- 
periment Station, reported yields of 14 
varieties of barley were greatly increased 
through the use of fertilizer. He found 
nitrogen fertilizer had a greater influence 
than did phosphate or potash upon the 
responses of the varieties tested. An ap-

plication of 60 pounds of nitrogen per 
acre increased the yields by an average of 
14 bushels per acre. The average height 
was increased by 9”. 

However, nitrogen also increased the 
amount of lodging. All varieties did not 
lodge to the same degree. For example, 
treatment caused only 6 percent of one 
variety to lodge, while 47 percent of 
another variety lodged. Neither did all 
varieties respond similarly to fertilizer 
The yield of one variety was increased 
more than 100 percent from fertilizer, 
that of another only 30 percent 


Hewa. In our tests at the Lowa Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, we found fer- 
tilizers extremely beneficial in increasing 
oats yields. Nitrogen-phosphate combina- 
tions usually are most profitable—with 
the nitrogen often accounting for the 
major portion of the yield increase 

Potash seldom is profitable. During 
seasons of good rainfall, nitrogen ferti- 
lizer gave best returns if top-dressed after 
the oats are 5 to 10 inches high. If the 
season is dry, however, best returns re- 
sulted from applying it at seeding time, 
along with the phosphate 

For the average soil condition 
pounds of nitrogen per acre (equal to 60 
pounds of ammonium nitrate) is the best 
rate of application. Heavier rates may

cause severe lodging, or result in such a 
heavy canopy of leaves that the new seed- 
ings are injured from the extreme shad- 
ing. Addition of nitrogen in every in- 
stance increased the protein content of 
the grain. Nitrogen tends to decrease the 
weight per bushel of the grain 


Nebraska. John Hanway of the Ne- 
braska station reports fertilizer use on 
wheat is profitable where moisture is not 
limiting. Largest vield increases in Ne- 
braska were obtained from nitrogen 
However, nitrogen-phosphate combina- 
tions often increased the yields over those 
obtained with nitrogen alone 

Phosphate used without nitrogen is 
not recommended. No response to pot- 
ash was observed except on the Hold- 
redge soil in southwestern Nebraska 
Spring appears to be the best time for 
applying nitrogen to winter wheat. Am 
monium nitrate and urea seemed to be 
slightly more effective sources of nitrogen 
than ammonium sulfate or cyanamid 

On oats in eastern Nebraska, nitro- 
gen fertilizer generally gave large re- 
sponses. Whether or not phosphate re- 
sponse was obtained depended upon the 
soil characteristics and past soil manage- 
ment. On oats, as for wheat, application 
of nitrogen and phosphate together was 
often more profitable than applying 
either one alone 


Pennsylvania. fF. G. Merkle, Pennsy!l- 
vania Agricultural Experiment Station, 
gives these results of 35 fertilizer experi- 
ments with winter wheat over a period of 
6 years. Heré is what he found: The 
wheat was very responsive to nitrogen 
applied as a top-dressing in the spring 
much better than nitrogen applied in the 
fall. In fact, 20 pounds applied in the 
spring was as effective as 40 pounds ap- 
plied in the fall! Application of a portion 
of the nitrogen in the fall and the remain- 
der in the spring seemed no better than 
all appiied in the spring. 


ize small grain 


Let's sert eut this information 
and see what we have. 


Notice first that all the men from the 
different states are talking about nitro- 
gen. Nitrogen fertilizer is needed by small 
grains almost all over the country. There 
are some exceptions—particularly those 
areas where lots of manure is applied to 
the soil and lots of legumes are grown in 
the rotation—but nitrogen seems to be 
the most universally limiting element 

Note, too, that much attention has 
been given as to how much and at what 
time to apply it. If you apply too large a 
quantity you may lodge your grain, or 
shade-out your seedings. Furthermore, 
pound for pound, the higher rates are 
usually not as efficient as lower rates 
For most states, 20 or 30 pounds of nitro- 
gen per acre are the most favored rates. 

As to the best time of application of 
nitrogen fertilizer for fall-sown grains, 
most of the agronomists report that all, 
or at least the major part of the nitrogen 
should be top-dressed in the spring. Ap- 
plication of a little nitrogen in the fall 
may get the grain off to a good start 

Next to nitrogen, phosphate appears 
most generally needed in the small-grain 
fertilization program. And, usually, best 
returns are obtained when nitrogen and 
phosphate are used together. Where 
phosphate is needed, best results come 
from its application at seeding time 

Phosphate seldom caused lodging of 
the grain. Rates of application are mostly 
governed by the needs of the small grain, 
plus the needs of the following hay crop 
Usually you don’t have to worry about 
the danger of applying too much phos- 
phate—worry instead about applying too 
little 

Potash seems to be a different story, 
at least for the states reporting. The 
Eastern states invariably recommend 
potash for small grains. Their soils are 
low in available potassium, and an ap- 
plication of potash may be highly profit- 
able. In these states, a complete fertilizer 
(one containing nitrogen, phosphate, and 
potash) is usually recommended 

So much for nitrogen, phosphate, and 
potash. Now let's list some extremely im- 
portant points on fertilizer use that are 
brought out in the reports: 


1. Plant-disease infestations may make 
fertilizer application unprofitable, even 
on soils deficient in the fertilizer elements. 
2. Date of seeding, method and time of 
fertilizer placement, seedbed prepara- 
tion, weed control, and insect control are 
all important in getting the most out of 
fertilizers. 

3%. Good crop rotations should be used. 
Fertilizers can supplement—but not re- 
place—legumes in the rotation. 

4. The best crop varieties should be 
used. Stiffness of straw and disease re- 
sistance are important in the efficiency 
of fertilizer use. 

5. Lack of moisture will rule out fer- 
tilizer response. 

6. Remember, too, that different vari- 
eties of the same crop may respond dif- 
ferently to fertilizers. Some varieties may 
lodge more easily than others from fer- 
tilizers. The correct combination of fer- 
tilizer elements are necessary for best re- 
turns. One element may be of no value 
unless used with another element. END

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New way to clean eggs 


Wetting agents, already famous as laborsavers in 


cleaning dairy equipment, now take dirt off eggs

Washing eggs with wetting agents 
(also called “soapless soaps’’) is taking 
the grief out of egg cleaning for many 
New Jersey poultrymen. Formerly 
frowned on by the experts, washing eggs 
now has the blessing of the poultry de- 
partment at Rutgers University. 

Ihe department has found that eggs, 
washed by the wetting-agent method, are 
more attractive than dirty, unwashed

noon to get the birds fed and the eggs 
cleaned, graded, and packed 

“It used to get on our nerves,” he 
stated, “to have to stop and clean the 
dirty eggs as we were grading and pack- 
ing. Now we wash 2,600 eggs in a half 
hour. We do this the night before. The 
next morning we are through with the 
feeding, grading, and packing by around 
nine o'clock. We figure washing eggs has 
cut our chore time in half.” 


a 
Naot all poultrymen are as enthusiastic 
as Parker, however. One man, Seymour 
Rubin of Milltown, who keeps 3,800 
birds, objects to the way in which this 
egg-washing method opens up the small 
cracks and blind checks, making them 
plainly visible. Instead of two dozen 
checks a day, he was getting nine dozen 
after he started washing. So he has gone 
back to cleaning eggs by hand, at the 
same time making an extra effort to keep 
his nests cleaner and thereby cut down on 
the number of dirty eggs. 

The checks don’t worry Parker. ““We 
get rid of our checks at 40 cents per 
dozen,” he pointed out 

When the “Parker System” was first 
publicized, many poultrymen jumped in- 
to it without full information. It wasn’t 
long before some of the egg auctions

were complaining about “soft-boiled 
eggs.’ Some of the buyers refused to take 
eggs that had been washed 

In one instance, a poultryman near 
Hightstown started washing eggs. When 
the weather turned warm, he began 
getting complaints about the yolks 
breaking and the whites turning thin 

All of which emphasizes the necessity 
of following instructions down to the last 
detail. L. M. Black, extension poultry- 
man at Rutgers, makes this pointed ob- 
“If you can’t give attention 
and care to working out the procedure, 
don’t try to wash eggs.” 

Here are some details which could not 
be mentioned under the pictures on page 
144: When gathering eggs in the wire 
basket, breakage is prevented and drying 
is speeded up if a disc of }4- or 44-inch- 
mesh hardware cloth is placed on the 
bottom of the basket. Medium-sized 
baskets are best, but don’t overload. 


servauion 


icieeieiie dirty eggs should be scraped 
to remove most of the filth. It’s best to 
wash soon after gathering, before dirt 
hardens. 

The small cup in the picture on page 
144 holds about a tablespoonful. That's 
the amount of wetting agent to use per 
gallon of water in the can 

Wash your eggs in the corner of the 
cellar or some other place next to the egg 
room. The washroom should have walls 
which can’t be damaged by splashing. 
It’s advisable to have a floor drain. 

As many as 20 to 25 baskets can be 
dipped in the same solution before chang- 
ing it 

Your hot water system should proyide 
a steady supply of water at 150-160 
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degrees. The hand-operated spray valve 
on the hose should be one which can be 
adjusted to give as dense a spray as you 
want. 

The wetting agents do the job by 
breaking down the surface tension of the 
water, permitting it to penetrate and 
loosen dirt rapidly. Many wetting agents 
destroy bacteria on eggshells, too. Most 
brands of wetting agents will do the wash- 
ing job satisfactorily. Trisodium phos- 
phate and similar preparations also give 
good results. 

Poultrymen who are following these 
instructions carefully are having no 
trouble. The system is being used by big 
and small poultrymen alike with good 
results. Size of flock seems to have little 
bearing on the workability of this system 
of washing eggs, provided enough eggs 
are produced so that cleaning by hand 
is an irksome chore. 

The cost of setting up the system is 
negligible if hot water is available. END 





Need more room for 


grain and corn? 


An unusual combination corncrib and 
granary has been completed on the farm 
operated by Romey Wilson, near Say- 
brook, Illinois. 

The building is 27’x30’, and about 31’ 
high to the peak. The rafters are curved, 
and made from laminated, clear kiln- 
dried fir. 

The most unusual feature is that curved 
rafters are also used inside. They extend 
from the floor up over the 11-foot drive- 
way. Inside this second set of curved 
rafters, solid bins for oats, beans, or wheat 
are installed. The bins are made from 
matched flooring, with an air space be- 
tween them and the curved rafters on 
either side. 

The construction thus allows a corn- 
crib 8’ wide on each side of the driveway, 
extending up to the top of the bins. By 
piling the corn up to the top of the bins, 
the capacity is increased. The building 
has a capacity of 1,980 bushels of small 
grain and 4,000 bushels of corn. The 
capacity per lineal foot is 66 bushels of 
oats, wheat, or beans, and 133.6 bushels 
of corn. 

The laminated rafters are anchored to 
the concrete foundation by angle irons, 
and the rafters are strongly braced. The 
space above the bins for small grains af- 
fords ample room for the operation of the 
corn elevator. The lumber used for both 
the outside and inside cribbing of the 
building is 6” fir.—Harry L. Spooner.

What makes an apple sweet? 


The more sunshine an apple gets during 
the growing season, the higher its sugar 
content, Cornell University workers have 
found. More sugar means better eating 

They’re trying to find out how such 
things as rainfall, amount of sunshine, 
and temperatures during the growing 
season affect the general keeping quality 
of apples. To date, the study has covered 
McIntosh for 7 years and Rhode Island 
Greenings for 4 years, report Professors 
R. M. Smock and G. E. Mattus. 

A second finding is that the amount of 
scald on apples in storage is higher when 
temperatures are higher during the last 
6 weeks of harvest. The scientists hope to 
predict the intensity of scald to come 

Concerning the sunshine, the data 
showed that the sugar content of Mc- 
Intosh has varied from a low of 11 percent 
to a high of 134% percent during the 7- 
year period. When it was highest, the 
amount of sunshine during the year was 
twice as much as when the sugar was 
lowest 

Results also suggested that fruit was 
more likely to be firm after a season of 
high light intensity.—James S. Anapp 


Want 50 bushels more corn 
per acre? 


Scit-building legumes were largely re- 
sponsible for a 50-bushel difference in 
corn yields on two Champaign County, 
Illinois, farms during 1947 and 1948, 

A. L. Lang, Illinois College of Agri- 
culture agronomist, says J. R. Fisher's 
high-producing farm at Savoy had a good 
4-year rotation of corn, soybeans, small 
grain, and alfalfa or sweet clover. On one 
particular cornfield, two crops of legumes 
have been plowed down for soil improve- 
ments. Fisher also used limestone, phos- 
phate, and potash fertilizers 

[he other farm had a grain-crop rota- 
tion with no legumes or soil treatment. 

On both farms the corn was fertilized 
with 400 pounds of 3-12-12 per acre. 

Fisher’s 4-year rotation, including 
legumes, produced 50 bushels more of 
corn per acre than the other farm in both 
1947 and 1948, Lang reports. The 3-12-12 
fertilizer alone accounted for only a 6- 
bushel increase on each farm. The rest of 
the difference in corn yield came from 
legumes.—Lyman Noordhoff.

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Silo doubles as 


shelled-corn bin 


A silo is going to solve the shelled-corn 
storage problem for Bill Fry, Van Horne, 
Iowa, this fall. Fry built a 16’x50’ silo 
during the summer, and will use it this 
fall for resealing about 8,000 bushels of 
shelled corn. 

The concrete-block silo was built on 
the edge of Fry’s cattle feedlot. Metal 
hoops were spaced a few inches apart at 
the bottom of the silo to make the struc- 
ture strong enough to hold shelled corn. 
Next year, or whenever the storage prob- 
lem eases, the silo will be used for grass 
silage. 

C. K. Shedd, U.S.D.A. agricultural 
engineer at lowa State College, says that 
both masonry and wooden-stave silos can 
be used for storing low-moisture, shelled 
corn. A platform floor must be built to 
keep the grain out of the silo pit. A good, 
tight roof is also needed. The walls 
should be coated with asphalt or lined 
with moistureproof paper to keep the 
corn dry. 

Silos built for corn silage and then 
used for grain storage should never be 
filled more than three-fourths full of 
grain. 

A 12’x26’, grass-silage silo needs added 
reinforcement for the top 8’ if it is to be 
completely filled with grain. Two No. 9 
wires placed 4’ and 6’ from the top will do 
the job. You can fill grass-silage silos to 
the top with these reinforcements. 

Grass-silage silos, 14’x40’, need rein- 
forcing in the top 12’. Six No. 9 wires are 
needed to make these silos safe for grain 
storage. The wires should be placed every 
foot, 6’ to 11’ down from the top of the 
silo. 

Be careful when you empty the grain 
out of the silo. Emptying the grain causes 
a sudden shift in the pressure on the silo 
walls. If emptied too fast, the walls may 
collapse. Empty the silo very slowly from 
the bottom, or insert a pipe near the top, 
lowering the pipe as the level of the grain 
goes down.—H. Lee Schwanz.

Corn ordinarily dries very little in the 
crib during winter. Under damp condi- 
tions, there may even be a little increase 
in moisture in the kernels, due to move- 
ment of moisture from cob to kernels and 
due to snow blown into the crib. Drying 
takes place as the weather warms up in 
the spring. By June or July, generally

Farm bins or cribs that are substantial 
enough to provide safe storage and af- 
ford protection against rodents, other 
animals, and weather will meet the re- 
quirements of most county committees. 
County committees will also check on 
crib widths to make sure, when permis- 
sive maximum crib widths are exceeded, 
that proper precautions to prevent corn 
spoilage have been taken. This could be 
a forced-air drying system, or an efficient 
series of crib ventilators. 

Permissive maximum crib widths vary 
by counties, from 6’ to 10’. Cribs having 
a width greater than the recommended 
width for the county will not be con- 
sidered as safe for storage of corn which 
is offered for a loan—that is, unless the 
moisture content of the corn is less than 
the permissible moisture content by at 
least 1 percent for each foot or fraction 
of a foot in excess of the recommended 
width. Thus, if your crib is too wide, de- 
laying picking until the corn is drier may 
enable you to use it for storage. 

In the case of round cribs with a center 
ventilator, the distance from the ventila- 
tor to the outside wall is used as the 
width. For round cribs without a center 
ventilator, two-thirds of the diameter is 
considered the width. Check with your 
state college or county agent for the cor- 
rect crib width in your locality. 


What kind of farm storage must 

a producer have to be eligible for 
a purchase agreement? 
A The county committee establishes no 

storage requirements under a pur- 
chase-agreement program. However, the 
C.C.C. will not accept purchase-agree- 
ment corn unless it meets the quality 
specifications for loan corn, so it is in the 
producer’s best interests to provide safe 
storage for his corn even when he is pro- 
tected by a purchase agreement.

ber 1, 1949, (1) extend their loans on 
1948-crop corn to July 31, 1950, and (2) 
put 1948-crop purchase-agreement corn 
under loan to mature July 31, 1950, in 
areas where both loans and purchase 
agreements are available. Farmers who 
extend their loans or put purchase-agree- 
ment corn under loan will be entitled to 
a storage payment of 10 cents a bushel if 
the corn is delivered to the C.C.C. at the 
time the loans mature. 

Under the original program, loans on 
1948-crop corn were to become due on 
September 1, 1949. The resealing pro- 
gram gives farmers the option of paying 
off loans at that time, delivering the 
corn to the C.C.C., or, not later than 
October 31, 1949, extending the loans 
to mature July 31, 1950 

Under the original corn purchase- 
agreement program the C.C.C. agreed to 
buy, during the 30-day period immedi- 
ately following the maturity date of the 
1948 loans, any quantity of corn up to 
the maximum covered by the agreement 
at applicable loan delivery rates 

The resealing program gives producers 
in areas where loans are available the op- 
tion of selling purchase-agreement corn 
to the C.C.C., of keeping it, or of putting 
it under loan not later than October 31, 
1949, at the 1949 loan rates, so as to ma- 
ture July 31, 1950. In areas where only 
purchase agreements and no loans are 
available, the sales or retention period is 
the same as in the original program. END 
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Russel Jenkinson inspects the 4-hp. milk-cooler compressor and 
temperature controls that warm his 12° by 12’ milk house at Co- 
runna, Michigan. (Your power company can tell you how it works.)

wind doesn’t blow directly into the shed. 

Harry Fisher of Dallas County, who 
has raised hundreds of fall pigs, leaves 
them in the field, using movable houses 
for shelter. 

Marion Steddom, who had 55 sows 
farrowed in August, also winters his fall 
pigs in the field in small houses. He finds 
it easier to handle them that way. He 
moves the houses occasionally so the 
manure is spread over a larger area. 

Steddom has wells in his fields. The 
water is pumped into a covered tank 
which does not freeze. So, for him, the 
watering of hogs in wintertime has be- 
come rather easy, although it’s a difficult 
job under most farm conditions. 

D. G. Southard of Wright County, 
prefers to draw the movable houses into 
a sheltered location facing the south, 
then bank them with corn fodder. Such 
houses are comfortable winter shelters. 
The pigs seldom pile up in them. The 
bedding remains dry because the feeding 
and watering is all done outside, and the 
pigs keep the house clean. 


Water is impertant. Fortunate is the 
swine producer who can devise a watet 
system which will provide enough water 
at all times, without the pigs having to ex- 
pose themselves to sharp, cold winds to 
drink from an ice-bound trough. 

Val Racek of Story County solved the 
problem of watering his hogs in the win- 
tertime. He converted the basement of 
an old barn into a shelter for his hogs 
Before cementing the floor, he laid water 
pipes coming from a supply tank, so they 
came up through the floor. Then they 
were connected with an automatic wa- 
terer. His pigs in both the hottest and 
coldest weather get water direct from the 
supply tank, without any exposure. 


Never let fall pigs get hungry. Much 
of the success in wintering pigs rests on 
this point. It is rather a common ex- 
perience for Iowa’s master swine pro- 
ducers to market their fall pigs at 5 to 6 
months of age weighing better than 200 
pounds. Don’t let such pigs go hungry 


Winter-fed pigs respend te extras. 
Self-feeding a ration of considerable va- 
riety, well fortified with essential vitamins 
and minerals, is the right kind of a dish 
for fall pigs. Corn and a good protein 
supplement with ground or whole oats 
on the side form a good ration basis 

The feeders should be in a protected 
place, so the pigs may eat day or night. 
There is some claim that leaving lights on 
encourages the pigs to eat more feed and 
make faster gains 

The protein supplement may be of 
your own making, or a commer< ial mix- 
ture may be used. The 
animal protein to the vegetable proteins 
may be varied with equally good results, 
depending upon current prices 

Lately, tankage has been out of line 
with soybean oil meal and linseed oil 
meal. With such a difference in price, the 
vegetable proteins can be increased at the 
expense of tankage. Some animal pro- 
tein, however, should be included in the 
fall pig ration. 

The newly discovered Animal Protein 
Factor (APF) may in the future prove to 
be an important factor in supplementing 


proportions of 
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part or all of the animal protein in the 
ration, as well as speeding the gain. Re- 
sults of the Iowa station have been very 
complimentary to this newly developed 
vitamin combination. (See July Successful 
Farming, page 31.) 

At least 20 percent of the protein sup- 
plement should consist of green, leafy al- 
falfa meal. And, as a good insurance that 
the pigs get plenty of Vitamin D, a rick- 
et-prevention vitamin, 1 pound of irradi- 
ated yeast (irradiated ergosteral) should 
be added to each ton of the supplement. 

Fall pigs need minerals, and about 3 
pounds of some good mixture should be 
included in each 100 pounds of supple- 
ment, besides allowing the pigs free ac- 
cess to a mixture. A mineral mixture 
which is adequate for winter feeding may 
consist of 50 pounds ground limestone, 
20 pounds iodized salt, 27.9 pounds 
steamed bonemeal, 2 pounds ferrous sul- 
fate, 1/10 pound of manganese sulfate. 

There is some evidence that the addi- 
tion of further trace minerals such as co- 
balt and magnesium may result in better 
gains. Available at reasonable prices are 
the trace mineral premixes. They can be 
added to limestone, bonemeal, and salt 
to make a complete mineral mixture. 

Looking forward to the probable mar- 
keting of hogs at lighter weights means 
the production of more hogs during more 
months of the year. This will mean more 
pigs on farms during the winter. 

To raise them successfully, it will be 
well to observe the six steps outlined; 
namely: farrow early, beware of “‘thieves,” 
provide dry quarters, provide plenty of wa- 
ter, never let the fall pig go hungry, and 
treat him to a few extras. END

drouth-ridden areas in the Northwest. 

Under such conditions, range cattle 
movement normally would be delayed, 
and heavy marketings of feeders would 
be from mid-October on. Usually by late 
August there has been considerable con- 
tracting, and feeder prices have pretty 
well jelled. But the grapevine reports in- 
dicate little activity to date. The feeder or 
dealer is afraid to bid, and the producer 
is wary of suggesting a price. Twenty to 
22 cents for yearlings and 22 to 25 cents 
for calves are sometimes mentioned in a 
whisper. Feeders reaching the central 
markets from the dry sections sold at 
around $3 to $5 under last August. 

Feeder cattle marketings to date indi- 
cate early marketing of feeders, despite 
plentiful feed, because of uncertainty as 
to price trends. 

One ray of hope from the feeder-buy- 
er’s standpoint is that, with plenty of 
pork and fed cattle coming along, the 
slaughterers are likely to be much less 
aggressive bidders for cattle of feeder 
weight than in recent years. But, on the 
other hand, range men themselves with 
good supplies are, so far, the strongest 
bidders for calves and light yearlings that 
ordinarily might be heading for feedlots. 


Four things to remember. With this 
sort of picture, here are some gems of 
wisdom I have picked up recently from 
old-timers whose experience should lend 
them some authority: 

1. Don’t buy many cattle unless you 
need them to use some roughage or pas- 
ture as well as corn. 

2. Be sure you have a feeding program 
that fits your feed supply, the time you 
want to feed, and the season in which you 
want to market your cattle. Then get the 
grade and kind of cattle that fit. 

3. In general, it should be cheaper to 
put on pounds than to buy them. Calves 
or light yearlings keep down the per- 
head investment, lessen the risk, and are 
more flexible as to the methods of han- 
dling and time involved. They can use 
more roughage and give you a chance to 
feed yourself out of a hole. 

4. If you can’t afford to take some loss, 
don’t plunge too deeply. No one knows 
that it won’t turn out all right, and no 
one knows that it will. But it is a fair 
guess that with all the pork and poultry 
coming over the hill for this fall, together 
with uncertain consumer buying power, 
the days of wide margins and easy profits 
in cattle-feeding lie in the past or the 
somewhat distant future. 


When to bay. From the standpoints of 
both price and selection, the best time to 
buy feeder cattle in most years is in the 
season when marketings are heaviest for 
the particular kind and class of cattle 
wanted. While weather and feed condi- 
tions can cause considerable variation, 
there is, nevertheless, a rather definite 
seasonal pattern in the way cattle come 
to the market. Dry cows and older steers 
are gathered first, followed by yearling 
heifers, yearling steers, and finally by 
calves and cull, wet cows 

While, during the last 20 years, the 
percentage of feeder purchases in the fall 
has gone down while the percentage of 
winter and summer purchases has risen, 
the big end of the buying is still done in 
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the fall. It runs about 53 percent of the 
total year’s volume. On all grades of 
feeder cattle, prices still are usually lower 
in the fall and higher in the spring. 

Individual feed situations may change 
the picture for the buyer. The man with 
much early-fall feed or unused pasture 
may do better to buy in August or Sep- 
tember, even at a higher price, than to let 
the feed waste while waiting for the fall 
bargains which may not come. On the 
other hand, there may be times when 
you'd be better off to let the grass grow 
up and fall over, rather than take a 
heavy market loss. 

The over-all feed situation may have 
an important bearing on price trends. 


Tips on wintering. In general, even the 
man who wants cattle primarily to graze 
or feed on grass can do better by fall buy- 
ing than by waiting until spring—if he 
has the feed and facilities to winter them 
at reasonable cost. But wintering with no 
gain is an expensive operation under most 
conditions. 

Sometimes big cattle intended for graz- 
ing may be wintered cheaply enough on 
stalk fields or other low-grade roughage 
to show a net saving compared with 
spring prices. This may be true even 
though litdle or no gain is obtained. But 
with calves or yearlings, unless the cattle 
can be fed and cared for well enough to 
gain from 1 to 1 pound daily, it may be 
cheaper to wait until spring to buy. 


Where and hew te buy. The sources of 
cattle available are the central markets 
and “direct” sources, which are through 
feeder dealers, feeder auctions, order buy- 
ers, and, of course, through direct pur- 
chase by the individual feeder from the 
producer. The long-time trend is up- 
ward for direct buying. 

Years of big feeder supplies in relation 
to the corn crop and falling prices see 
more cattle coming through the central 
markets. Short supplies or strong demand 
send more feeder buyers to the range. 


Watch that fi. Wherever or by what- 
ever means the cattle are bought, the 
experienced buyer watches certain de- 
tails. There is only one basis of exchange 
fair to both buyer and seller—buy by the 
pound. Weighing conditions are impor- 
tant. The matter of “condition” or fill is 
doubly so. For example, an 800-pound 
feeder steer with a normal fill costs $160 
at $20 per hundredweight. The same 
steer with an additional 30-pound fill is 
worth no more to the feeder than before, 
$160. This means that his per-hundred- 
weight value has dropped 73 cents, to 
$19.27. 


Health counts, toe. Surveys indicate 
that death losses, mainly from shipping 
fever, average between 1% to 2 percent 
on calves, and '% to 1 percent on year- 
lings and older cattle. Death losses are 
higher on late-bought cattle caught by 
storm in transit or at the market than on 
those moved in good weather. 

In serious drouth years, the so-called 
“dried-out” cattle present a problem. In 
general, fight shy of stale, out-of-condi- 
tion, “overstuffed,” or sick cattle. 

In conclusion, buying the right kind 
of cattle at the right price and at the right 
time counts pretty heavily from now on. 
Good feeders often say that you can do 
the best feeding job in the world and still 
lose money if you’ve made a bad guess at 
either the buying or selling end. END

given here. Maybe a little study will in- 
dicate their probable causes 

Cows in a Wisconsin herd started 
“slinking” their calves a few years ago. 
Blood-testing showed that nearly all of 
the adult animals were Bang’s reactors. 

The owner felt that he couldn’t afford 
to follow through with a slaughter 
program. As a compromise, he kept the 
reactors while starting to vaccinate all his 
heifer calves at about 6 months of age. 


Mix prices started to climb at about 
that time, too. Thus there was plenty of 
inducement to keep the reactors on the 
farm for several years. 

What with keeping such animals and 
the coming into milk of vaccinated 
heifers, the herd grew pretty fast. Space 
was at a premium, and reactors and 
“immune” heifers were stabled and 
pastured together 

Finally the illusion of protection was 
destroyed by an outbreak of Bang’s dis- 
ease on the farm 

Several ol the older vaccinate d heife rs 
lost their calves first. Testing showed 
them all to be reactors. One by one, the 
younger animals became affected 

Finally, heifers were aborting that had 
bee n vaccinated a little overt a year 
earlier A check test disclosed that even 
unbred heifers were again reactors after 
having once becoming negative following 
vaccination 

Certainly there was no “immunity” in 
those particular heifers. Vaccination had 
been done by a reputable veterinarian, so 
there was no question of faulty procedure 

Vaccination simply failed to stand up 
against disease. This is probably the 
commonest sort of “‘break”’ seen through- 
out the country today. There is a good 
reason for them 

Everyone agrees that strong resistance 
to Bang’s disease follows vaccination 
There is also no question but what this 
resistance becomes weaker with the pass- 
age of ume. In this respect it is no dif- 
ferent from any other type of vaccination 
against diseases caused by bacteria. This 
decreasing resistance is important 

As resistance dwindles, the scales just 
about balance the infection is corres- 
pondingly decreased by the sale of re- 
actors and the adoption ol sanitary 
measures The vaccinated cattle con- 
tinue to be “immune” to Bang’s disease 


“Ss if infection does not taper 
off with resistance, the time eventually 


comes when exposure is too strong. Then 
a supposedly “immune” heifer becomes 
a reactor. Pretty soon there is another and 
another 

Every new reactor adds to the existing 
infection and makes exposure that much 
heavier. Finally it is so bad that even re- 
cently vaccinated heifers lack the re- 
sistance to withstand it. This story may be 
told with several different modifications 

[here was the Illinois owner who 
counted on doing two things at once: He 
planned to dispose of a poor dairy herd 
that was badly infected with Bang’s dis- 
east These animals were to be re plac ed 
with selected heifers that were “immune’ 
to Bang’sthrough calfhood vaccination 

The change-over was made, but things 
didn’t work out according to schedule 
The owner was both angry and disap- 
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pointed when his new heifers started los- 
ing their calves. 
It represented a discouraging setback 
yet nothing unusual had happened. 
The vaccinated heifers were highly re- 
sistant, but not immune to Bang’s dis- 
ease. They had been brought onto a farm 
where infection was heavy. Their re- 
sistance broke down under repeated ex- 
posure, and they became reactors. 
Vaccination was not to blame, for it 
had done all that should have been ex- 
pected of it. However, it had stopped 
short of giving the kind of immunity the 
owner thought it should provide. Any- 
way, the incident gave calfhood vaccina- 
tion a bad reputation in that locality 
There was the Minnesota farmer who 
bought some vaccinated heifers at an 
auction and brought them home. He al- 
ready had some vaccinated cattle of his 
own. He also had a couple of reactor 
cows which he planned to send to the 
stockyards as soon as they went dry 
Then, according to plan, he would 
have an entire herd of “immune” vac- 
cinates, and his worries about Bang’s dis- 
ease would be ove! Alas for the plans ol 
mice and men! 


a 
; two old reacting cows represented 
known infection in the herd. It was a 
small amount, to be sure, but all of the 
recently purchased heifers soon became 
reactors, anyway 

The owner claimed that they had not 
been properly vaccinated, since none of 
his own vaccinated cattle had picked up 
the disease under the very same condi- 
tions. The true answer concerned some- 
thing entirely different 

The home heifers had grown up in 
pretty constant contact with Bang’s dis- 
ease. They also had been vaccinated. 
Thus they had the resistance of vaccina- 
tion plus resistance built up by repeated 
exposure to natural infection all their lives 

By way of contrast, the vaccinated 
heifers he had bought came from a certi- 
fied herd, and had only the resistance 
given by vaccination. As matters turned 
out, it wasn’t enough 

Another cause of vaccination “‘breaks” 
is concerned with the fact that there are

several slightly different forms of Bang’s 
germs. Extra resistance against one type 
may not apply against another 

Thus, your neighbor’s vaccinated 
heifers may not be entirely safe against 
the particular germs that may be en- 
countered on your farm. In reverse, your 
vaccinated heifers may not be safe on his. 

Vaccination has made both your 
heifers and his resistant to all strains of 
Bang’s germs. However, home exposure 
can make them more resistant to some 
strains than to others 

Certainly they cannot be depended on 
as immune to any of them. Otherwise, a 
vaccinated heifer would be completely 
safe in some heavily infected places. It’s 
too bad, folks, but things just don’t work 
out that way. 

Therefore, it doesn’t seem right to talk 
about how long a vaccinated animal is 
immune. A good many perfectly honest

people are entirely sincere in believing 
that vaccination immunizes calves for 
life. However, investigation has long since 
showed us that freedom from disease 
in vaccinated cattle depends on decreas- 
ing the amount of infection to which they 
are later exposed. 

The resistance of every vaccinated ani- 
mal strengthens that of all others in a 
herd or community. This is well demon- 
strated in some of the Eastern states 
where widespread vaccination has been 
carried on for several years. In such 
States it isn’t hard to find whole town- 
ships where vaccination has made Bang’s 
disease practically unknown. In such 
areas it is only natural that many people 
believe that vaccination has made their 
heifers immune to Bang’s disease 

Such a belief is also more common on 
farms where little buying and selling of 
animals is being carried on.

wide and with shed-type roof, on the 
place.

How to buy a 
fire extinguisher

Wren a fire starts, it’s up to you to put 
it out and keep the loss as low as possible 
Now is a good time to buy an extinguish- 
er because October 9 to 15 is National 
Fire Prevention Week. This is where fire 
extinguishers come in. 

What kind of extinguisher should you 
use? There are plain water-pump cans, 
soda-acid extinguishers, foam extinguish- 
ers, carbon tetrachloride extinguishers, 
carbon dioxide extinguishers, or dry 
powder extinguishers. Each has points of 
superiority, and each has disadvantages 
The first thing to think about is what 


might burn in the area which the ex- 
tinguisher is meant to protect. 

Not all materials burn in the same way. 
There are bulky, combustible materials 
that require a certain amount of preheat- 
ing before they ignite. These materials 
produce glowing coals and embers. Ex- 
amples of fuels of this nature are wood, 
paper, fabric, straw, and similar easily 
burned materials 

Fires in such materials are known as 
Class A fires. The principal requirement 
of an extinguisher for Class A fires is that 
it be able to cool the burning matter, and

a block of ice isn’t much help in fire 
fighting! This limits the use of water- 
type extinguishers to places that are 
heated ( \therwise, the extinguisher 
must be protected from cold by addition 
of an antifreeze. Calcium chloride is 
suitable for this purpose, but only in 
water barrels or in plain water-pump 
cans. See the table for information on 
antifreezes and other upkeep ideas

wax, tar, and similar substances—are 
called Class B fires. Water-type extin- 
guishers aren't effective on such fires be- 
cause the fuel floats on top of the water 
and continues to burn, or the water 
causes the fuel to Spatter and spread 

When you buy an extinguisher for a 
Class B fire, be sure it bears the seal of 
approval of either of the testing labora- 
tories mentioned before. Examples of 
such extinguishers are foam, carbon 
dioxide, carbon tetrachloride, and dry 
powder 

Now, fires involving electrical equip- 
ment require an extinguishing agent that 
is not a conductor of electricity. Electrical 
fires are known as Class C fires, and ex- 

{ 


} 


tinguishers suitable for such use bear a 


Class C label. Extinguishers that can be 
used with safety on electrical voltages en- 
countered on the average farm are car- 
bon tetrachloride, carbon dioxide, and 
drv powder 

In addition to listing the type of fire 
the extinguisher is designed to handle 
the label of the two testing laboratories 
will indicate also the size fire an extinguish- 
er can be exper ted to control. If one exe 
tinguisher can completely control the 
test fire, it is labeled as an A-1, B-1, or 
C-1 extinguisher. If two extinguishers 
are required, the label will bear the nota- 
tion A-2, B-2, or C-2. An extinguisher 
can be approved for more than one class 
of fire. Whenever you purchase an ex- 
tinguisher, look for the label of the ap- 
proved testing laboratory. We can’t stress 
that too much 


Pactinn factor of importance in fight- 
ing fires with extinguishers is keeping the 
extinguisher where it will be handy when 
needed. A sufficient number of extin- 


guishers should be purchased and in- 
stalled so one can be reached by travel- 
ing not more than 100 feet. It is best to 
locate the fire extinguisher near a door- 
way so vou won’t have to go through the 
fire area in order to reach it. Do not in- 
stall extinguishers behind doors, in clesets 
or in other out-of-the-way places. Never 
put an extinguisher under lock and key. 

When using a fire extinguisher, it is 
very important that none of the extin- 
guishing agent be wasted. You should 
read the operating instructions when the 
extinguisher is bought. A “fire drill” 
among members of your family is a good 
idea. Show them where the extinguishers 
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are, how to use them, and on what to use 
them. Fixing a plan of action in mind be- 
forehand often will avert the panic caused 
by the first sight of smoke and flame 

You might actually put out test fires in 
your family demonstration, but don’t start 
to use the extinguisher until you are in a 
good position to direct the first burst at 
the point the burning is taking place. It 
does very little good to direct the extin- 
guisher stream in the genera! direction of 
the smoke and flame. Hit the real fire 
and move the stream to another point of 
attack as rapidly as possible. As a general 
rule, start at the bottom and extinguish 
the fire upward. Call for all available 
help, including the nearest fire depart- 
ment and your neighbors 


L; the farm water supply comes from 
an electric pump, the pump should be 
located in a building separate from the 
buildings which you consider most likely 
to burn. The electric wiring should be 
fused separately and connected between 
the meter and the master switch supply- 
ing electricity to the other buildings 
Chis arrangement permits the pump to 
operate if a fire in any farm building 
were to cause a short circuit, blowing the 
luse 

Fires on farmsteads are a serious prob- 
lem to all concerned. Isolation, limitation 
of water for full control, inadequate fire- 
alarm reporting, long distances, and lack 
of manpower when needed make it neces- 
sarv that farmers be extra careful 

Your own fire fighting can follow two 
patterns: (1) preventing fires from occur- 
ring, and (2) extinguishing them when 
they do occur. Greatest dividends will be 
paid by concentrating on the first, but by 
10 means neglect the second. A good fire 
extinguisher may someday be one of the 
best investinents vou ever made. Use the 
table on pages 170 and 171 when you go 
nto a store to purchase one.

Fewer failures when bred 
artificially 


Tuere’s a place for artificial breeding 
in every dairy herd that does not have the 
service of a desirably proved sire. That’s 
shown by D.H.I.A. records in New York. 

Last year, 4,887 bulls were proved by 
D.H.1.A. records. Slightly more than 
half of these bulls were able to maintain 
or increase production in the herds. The 
other 2,346 bulls all lowered production. 

Unless enough heifers were raised to 
permit rather severe culling, the dairy- 
men using these poor bulls are worse off 
now than they were a few years earlier, 
according to animal husbandry special- 
ists at Cornell University. They say that 
good production insurance requires that 
half the cows in a herd should be bred to 
a desirably proved sire 

A few years ago this goal was impos- 
sible for the small dairyman, but today, 
through artificial breeding, it is possible 
for almost any dairyman in New York 
State.—J. S. K., New York 


Water cups pay dividend 


Ho tstein breeder and farmer Howard 
Caffee, Mercer County, Ohio, says his 
milk production has been increased near- 
ly 20 percent since he installed drinking 
cups in his barn. Caffee has one of the 
best herds of cows in Ohio, averaging 
over 500 pounds of butterfat last year 

Caffee says he has a good blood line 
but he figures the breeding or quality of 
the cows plays only about 30 percent in 
total returns. He says management and 
feeding accounts for 

High on the list of “musts” under the 
management item is drinking cups. Caf- 
fee says that since he installed them his 
cows drink much more water, especially 
in wintertime. He does not have to chase 
his cows out of the barn on cold, blustery

ferar sheets from discarded oil field 
tanks have been used by Wendell Buss 
of. Oxford, Kansas, to build larger-than- 
usual feed bunks that appear almost in- 
destructible. Yet they are movable 
Using two of the 5’x8’ sheets, Buss 
made his bunks 5’x16’, the metal sheets 
being the bottom of the feedboxes. Na- 
tive cottonwood planks, 2x12”, were 
used for the sides and ends 
The legs and runners supporting the 
boxes are of 2” pipe. Smaller pipe was 


used for braces. 


Buss had a commercial welder build 
the framework. Holes already drilled in 
the metal sheets made it easy to fasten 
them to the wood planks. He used lag 
screws in every fourth hole and nails in 
the others. He said it was not difficult to 
flatten out the metal sheets from the 
round oil tanks.--H. S., Kansas 


Economical pork gains 


Wrru the feeding of 4.1 bushels of corn 
and 15 pounds of protein, Louis Heid- 
brink, Jr., of Lafayette County, Missouri, 
produces 100 pounds of pork. This also 
includes the grain and protein fed sows 
during gestation 

The secret of such success is to have a 
10-acre field of second-year red clover or 
other legume for the sows and their litters 
in a Sanitation system This past year, 
Mr. Heidbrink had ready a field of red 
clover for his 11 sows and their 109 spring

Build this 
bull pen for safety 


' By Charles 


es h year, good breeding bulls are de- 
stroyed because they become vicious. De- 
stroying a good bull is expensive, but 
personal safety always is more important 
If you have a bull inclined to be vicious, 
vou don’t have to get rid of him. The 
homemade bull-and-breeding pen shown 
on this page solves the problem. The 
pen can be made of scrap metal and 
steel pipe at low cost It’s easy to take 
down and to move. Here’s how to make 
the pen 

Each side of the bull pen is 19'9’ long 


and has 3 detachable sections, 6’ high 
Eleven pieces of 149” steel pipe, 6’ long, 
are used for each section. Make the sec- 
tions by welding 4 pieces of pipe together 
to form a square. Weld the remaining 7 
lengths of pipe on the inside of the square 
at approximately 9” intervals. R “m- 
ber to put them on the inside for added 


strength 


Make the hangers by dri 


large enough for '9” bolts in ’ 
squares of scrap metal. Weld these 
squares to the sides of the section, one on 
each side—at the bottom, half way up 
and at the top. These are used to bolt the 
sections to the posts 
Nine-foot lengths of 


for the posts Dig a hole 3’ deep and place 


pipe are used 


the post upright in the hole. Pour a 2 
laver of cement around the base. Fill in 
with dirt after the cement is dry. Weld 3 
steel squares on each side of the post, 
perpendicular to the ground, to corre- 
spond with the squares on the detachable 
sections. Match the squares and bolt them 
together. All posts and sections in the 
main bull pen are made the same way 
Weld the steel squares at right angles to 
each other on the corner posts 

Locate the breeding pen at the end

and one side of the bull pen, next to the 
building. Mount a pipe corner post be- 
side the building and attach the endgate 
Ihe breeding pen is 5° wide, so make the 
endgate like the detachable section, 
only a foot narrower. Sink another corner 
post, and then mount the gate by welding 
squares parallel with the ground on both 
the gate and posts. Slide an iron rod 
through the holes in the squares to hold 
The breeding pen is 
6’ long, so mount a 6 detachable section 


the gate in place 


on the outside gatepost to form the side 
Make another 5° gate to separate the 
breeding pen and bull pen. Mount this 
gate to the breeding pen the same as the 
endgate. This gate opens and closes the 
bull pen 

When a cow is to be bred, lead her into 
the breeding pen and tie her to the end- 
gate. Then open the gate to the bull pen, 
allowing the bull to enter. You can do 
this without entering the bull pen. When 
breeding is completed, push the side 
gate inward, from the outside. This 
drives the bull back into the bull pen and 
closes the gate to the breeding pen. Lead 
the cow out through the endgate. The 
entire Operauion Is done without entering 
either pen 


rn 
This pen can be built onto the cerner 
of your barn if you don’t want to build a 
special shed for your bull. If you do 
build it onto your barn, you can put the 
breeding pen inside rather than outside. 
Of course, you will then need to make 
sure the inside pen is strong enough to 
keep the bull safely in his place and out 
of your way 

The only safe way to handle a bull is to 
eliminate all chances of attack. This bull 
pen was built for just that purpose, and it 
does a dangerous job effectively. END

A CASE REPORT by Doctor Lugelmass 
in the New York State Journal of Medi- 
cine should serve as a warning to parerts 
in regard to letting their children play 
with sick pets 

The case involved Stephen, a 4-year- 
old boy. His mental and physical growth 
had been practically at a standstill for 
two years, although he was a perfectly 
normal baby at birth. 

The trouble seemed to have started 
when Stephen was taken to a farm in the 
Catskills when he was 16 months old. 
There he had sickened, vomited, and de- 
veloped a diarrhea. Though he apparently 
recovered later, Stephen had never been 
quite the same youngster. His mother 
volunteered the information that the boy 
had been very fond of a sick puppy on the 
farm, and had played with it a great deal. 

Investigation showed that Stephen had 
a disease greatly resembling the dreaded 
infantile paralysis, but one that was 
caused by invasion with parasites that 
originally had infected the sick puppy. 
The case ended happily with the re- 
covery of Stephen, but the story easily 
might have been different if diagnosis 
had been delayed much longer. 

There are many other cases on record 
where unknowing infection with diseases 
and parasites have occurred through chil- 
dren handling sick dogs. The same also is 
true where cats and rabbits have been in- 
volved as pets. Such mishaps are not 
nearly so rare as might be supposed. 


Leek eut fer lead 


ANY LEAD around your farm that live- 
stock may get into? Better be sure, be- 
cause it’s a deadly poison for all animals 
Calves are particularly susceptible, and 
even small amounts may cause death 

Chewing on a bit of painted board or a 
few licks at a painted surface may be 
enough. Feeding or watering from an old 
paint pail is also dangerous 


Watch cow's calving-time diet 

WE ONCE saw a sick cow that was pass- 
ing several feet of rotten membranes 
along with her manure. The frightened 
owner reported she was losing her intes- 
tines. However, examination showed the 
mess to be nothing more than decom- 
posed afterbirth.

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The cow evidently had eaten it at 
calving time some three months before. 
She had failed to do well after freshen- 
ing, and was alternately sick and healthy. 
Her production stayed far below normal. 

The indigestible afterbirth doubtlessly 
was to blame, for improvement was rapid 
after it had been eliminated. This same 
sort of thing probably causes a good 
many cows to sicken every year. 

Theory has it that cattle eat their 
“cleanings” because of instinct. Thou- 
sands of years ago they supposedly did it 
to keep wild beasts from smelling out the 
birth of a helpless calf. With no present- 
day need for such heroics, cows persist in 
the act if given a chance. 

Better keep an eye on them at calving 
time, then. Prompt removal of afterbirth 
from a maternity pen may keep that 
good cow from getting sick at a later date. 


Tall vaccination of cattle 

SOMETHING NEw in vaccination against 
Bang’s disease was cited in a recent 
Australian veterinary journal. 

In an officially sponsored and extensive 
field experiment, open heifers and ma- 
ture cows were vaccinated with 1 cubic 
centimeter—about 15 drops—of regular 
Strain 19 vaccine. The vaccine was in- 
jected into, but not under the skin just a 
little above the tip end of the tail 

About an equal number of heifer 
calves and cows were vaccinated with a 
5 c.c. dose of Strain 19 vaccine under the 
hide in the usual way 

Blood samples taken at spaced inter- 
vals showed that the “tail-vaccinated” 
animals gave positive reactions equiva- 
lent to the “regular-method”’ vaccinates 
Such blood reactions are considered 
evidence of good response to vaccination. 

Then, when all the heifers were carry- 
ing calves—and ditto for the cows—all 
the vaccinated animals were exposed or 
challenged by instilling 170 million live 
and virulent brucella germs into the eye. 
A suitable number of unvaccinated left 
as controls, got the same dose in the eye; 
all contracted the disease and aborted. 

A summary of the entire experiment is 
as follows: Twenty-six unmated heifers 
vaccinated in the tail with 1 c.c. of Strain 
19 vaccine showed better blood response 
than a similar number of heifers vacci- 
nated with 5 c.c. beneath the skin 

When 46 heifer calves, 6 months old, 
were vaccinated in the tail with 1 c.c. of 
vaccine and 50 animals at the same age 
were vaccinated in the regular way, there 
was little difference in the quality of 
response to vaccination. However, it 
appeared that the calves vaccinated be- 
neath the skin carried through a little 
better. (This new method of vaccination 
was mentioned in the May, 1948, issue of 
Successful Farming.) 


Helpful reminders 


CATTLE FED on late-fall or early-winter 
rape patches should be watched care- 
fully. Rape contains a mustard-like oil, 
and severe bowel damage sometimes 
follows when it is eaten in quantities.
